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At mealing earlier this week 
Trustee Bill Hein defends 
village flood control work 


Wheeling Trustee Bill Hein, a candi- 


date for reelection on the To Overall 
Progress Party (TOP) ticket, defended 
village flooding programs at the village 
board meeting earlier this week. 


At last week's board meeting, two 


trustee candidates of the Wheeling Inde- 
pendent Party (WHIP) charged village 
officials with failure to act on flood mea- 
sures and a lack of cooperation with re- 
gional agencies on flood problems. 


In a lengthy report to the village 


board. Hein said he had researched the 
charges made by the WHIP candidates, 
particularly their statements that com- 
munities in the upstream area had 
enacted a moratorium on building in the 
flood plain. 


"There was quite a dissertation last 


week about the people up north having a 
moratorium on building." he said. Hein 
said, however, only one of the commu- 
nities that he contacted had any morato- 
rium on building, and that moritorium 
was not enacted as flood-control mea- 
sure. 


HEIN EXPLAINED that Lake Zurich 


initiated a moratorium on building until 
the village corrected problems in the sani 
tary sewer system. "The reason they 
have a moratorium in the northwest side 
of their community is because their sew- 
er doesn't work," he said. 


Hein said this moratorium does allow 


limited single-family development de- 
spite the sewer problems. He raid, how- 
ever, the moratorium was not designed to 
alleviate flooding problems. 


Hein noted that many of the upstream 


communities such as MundeMn. Wau- 
conda and Crystal Lake do not have flood 
plain ordinances. He said Crystal Lake is 
•ow in the process of considering an or- 
dinance based on the Deerfield ordinance 
which is basically the same as Wheel- 
ing's present ordinance. 


According to Hein, Long .Grove does 


have a limited flood plain ordinance that 
provides that building foundations in the 
flood plain must be three feet above 
flood level. He said the Long Grove offi- 
cial to whom he spoke said that village 
does not have any flooding problems but 
does have an obligation to downstream 
communities. As such, Long Grove also 
is considering an ordinance modeled on 
the Deerfield ordinance. 


TURNING TO the charge that Wheel- 


ing officials have not taken any action on 
flood control in the past six months, Hein 
cited the programs that were proposed at 
an open meeting on flooding last Septem- 
ber. 


"The program that was outlined that 


night has parts of it completed," Hein 
said. He added that very few of the proj- 
ects preented nave not yet gone out for - 
bid. He also said bids for the replace- 
ment of the Jeffrey Avenue bridge were 
expected to be let in early April. 


The projects presented in September in- 


clude newer and larger storm sewer 
lines in the Dunhurst area and on Antho- 
ny Road near Husky Park. Work on these 


projects began this month. 


The flood control program also called 


for the replacement of the Jeffrey Ave- 
nue bridge and the widening of the 
Wheeling Drainage Ditch. These projects 
are currently in the design stage. 


"Now, if we haven't done anything in 


the last six months, I don't know," Hein 
said. 


HEIN ALSO disputed charges that the 


village was not cooperating with Hie Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District on projects con 
cerning the Heritage Park retention ba- 
sin and the Wheeling Drainage Ditch. 


The trustee said the village has been 


working in conjunction with the Wheeling 
Park District on expanding the retention 
basin as part of a beautification and flood 
control program. He said negotia- 
tions have included discussion with the 
MSD and Wickes Furniture about the 
possibility of expanding the basin to pro- 
vide more flood control as well as better 
recreational facilities. 


Hein also said the village has coopera- 


ted with the MSD in creek clearing oper- 
ations by providing trucks to remove de- 
bris. 


3d judge in annexation case 


A third judge will hear charges tomor- 


row that Wheeling illegally annexed 40 
acres of undeveloped Prospect Heights 
land when the two-year-old lawsuit 
comes to trial again. 


The hearing is scheduled for 10 a.m. in 


Room 2307 of the Chicago Civic Center 
before Cook County Circuit Court Judge 
Robert Downing. Two other judges have 
been involved with the case but did not 
complete it. Hearings on the suit nave 


been continued more than 10 times since 
it was filed against Wheeling in March, 
1971, by a group of Prospect Heights res- 
dents known as the Wheeling Road Zon- 
ing Committee. 


The land, near Wheeling Road north of 


Camp McDonald Road, is owned by Ar- 
nold Liebling. Liebling wants to build a 
multi-family development on the land, 
which was reamed by Wheeling officials 
when it was annexed In February, 1971. 


One judge already has ruled tint the 


annexation was illegal because the prop- 
erty is not continguous to WheeUng's 
boundaries. 


Whteling officials and Liebling then 


charged that the Prospect Heights group 
waited too long (44 days after the annex- 
ation) to file the suit. 


Since there has been no ruling on 


Wheeling's charges, the case has not yet 
been settled. And since Downing is new 
to the case, he will hear all the charges 
again. State's Atty. Paul Biebel, han- 
dling the case for the zoning committee, 
said he expects Downing to rule the an- 
nexation was illegal.

It also agreed to continue 
shuttle service for students attending 
Wheeling High School from the area east 
of Elmhurst Road and north of Palatine 
Road.

A Chicago man was struck and killed 


late Tuesday night in a hit and run acci- 
dent on the Palatine overpass at Mil- 
waukee Avenue near Pal-Waukee Air- 
port. 


Charles B. Foldin, 22, of 4258 N. Alba- 


ny Ave., was found lying in the east- 
bound lane of Palatine Road by a pass- 
ing motorist. Cook County Sheriff's Po- 
lice said Foldin was identified by his 
driver's license. 


Police said they did not know why 


Foldin was on the roadway. No stranded 
automobiles were in the area, and police 
said a spokesman from Pal-Waukee Air- 
port reported that Foldin was not an air- 
port employe. 


According to police, the driver of the 


car that struck Foldin was apparently in 
the eastbound lane of Palatine Road. 


Foldin was taken to Holy Family Hos- 


pital by a Wheeling Fire Department 
ambulance. He was pronounced dead on 
arrival.

In order to insure bus service, 
students must make a deposit of $25 by 
June 15 and later reservations for pay 
bus will be made if space is available. 


Students living more than 1% miles 


from the school must, by law, receive 
free-bus transportation. 


The board also agreed Monday to set 


aside money due three of the contractors 
building Buffalo Grove High School in 
case it should want to assess damages 
against them for not finishing their work 
on time. 


The board agreed to withhold $9,800 


from Ockerlund Construction Co., the 
foundation contractor; $10,600 for Miller- 
Davis Co., the general contractor and 
$5,200 for Vierling Steel Works, the struc- 
tural steel contractor. The three have 
failed to meet deadlines for certain 
phases of their work specified in their 
contracts and so, under their contracts, 
may be assessed damages of up to $200 a 
day. 


SUPT. EDWARD GILBERT said the 


delays caused by the three contractors 
may not delay the completion of the 
building this summer and suggested that 
once all the work is completed the board 
will want to consider whether the entire 
job was delayed. 


Until the board decides, Gilbert said, 


the money set aside for each contractor 
will be placed in an interest-bearing ac- 
count. Buffalo Grove High School is due 
to open in September. 


In other action, the board: 
• Agreed with a proposal from the 


Prospect High School student cuncil to 
name the Prospect Theater after the 
late Principal Alvin Kulieke. 


• Named Howard Sundland, director of 


student activities at Prospect, assistant 
principal for instruction at that school. 
Assistant Principal Edward Spacapan 
was recently named principal to replace 
Kulieke.

' rapist preying on housewives

A man described as "sick and in need 


of help" has raped four Northwest subur- 
ban housewives In the last year 


Area police departments, In an effort 


to alert possible future victims, have be- 
gun to exchange information and pool re- 
sources which they hope will result In 
capture, of the man. who struck again 
this week 


Though there are many similarities in 


the method of the rapist's attacks, police 
say it appears victims are chosen at ran- 
dom 


POLICE GAVE a detailed account of 


what they believe to be the method used 
by the rapist in choosing and confronting 
hb victim 


• In ail four cases, the rapist picked 


an attractive, young housewife and 
apparently followed her home from a 
public place, usually a grocery store. 
The attacks took place at around noon 
during the week, when the husband was 
not st home 


• In each of the cases, the man either 


entered the home through an unlocked 
door or broke the lock and walked in. He 
never stopped to knock 


• In the cases, the man forced toe 


woman at gunpoint into her bedroom, 
covered her face with • bad sheet and 
pillow and assaulted her 


• And, In all cases, the man threat- 


ened the woman and her family with 
physical harm if she called the police or 
if the details of the assault were reported 
in the newspapers. 


Police reports describe the man as 


white, 25 to 30 years old, between 5 feet 8 
and 5 feet 11 inches tall and weighing 
from 160 and 175 pounds Descriptions 
differ because the man either wore a ski 
mask or nylon stocking on bis face to 
conceal his identity. 


THE LATEST rape victim, an Arling- 


ton Heights woman, was assaulted In her 
home earlier this week. 


According to Arlington Heights police, 


details of the assault resemble those of 
the other three rape cases reported. The 
assailant threatened to kill the woman 
and her family if she contacted the po- 
lice. He said her husband has caused Ms 
family grief. Later he told her, "I'm 
sick." 


No valuables were taken from the 


home, although the woman told her as- 


sailant where he could find her jewelry 


Arlington Heights police said they are 


convinced the rapist in each of the four 
cases is the same man. They point to 
similar descriptions given by neighbors 
and the victims themselves. But, they 
said, people don't want to talk because 
they are afraid for their lives 


"WHAT WE WANT to do is alert wom- 


en without alarming them," said a police 
spokesman "There is no apparent con- 
nection between the rapist and the hus- 
band of the victim The husbands are 
electricians, vice presidents. The victims 
live in $50,000 homes as well as $20,000 
homes. 


"The girls are all good-looking and in a 


similar age bracket. If someone sees 
anyone following them they should drive 
straight to the police department. If any- 
one sees anything suspicious they should 
call the police. We'd rather answer a 
thousand calls and find him than answer 
one call and find out about another vic- 
tim. We're trying not to drive him out of 
the community. We want to catch him." 


The other three rape cases reported 


were in Rosemont last March, Des 
Plaines last October and a rape attempt 
in Des Plaines, last month. 


Reorganization at Aleexian causes a stir

The reorganization of the medical staff 


by the governing body at Alexian Broth- 
en Medical Center in Elk Grove Village 
has caused a stir in the medical profes- 
sion despite contentions by the hospital 
that the move will improve patient care 


The action, effective March 1, is de- 


signed to give the board of directors a 
stronger hand in assuring the best pos- 
sible medical care for its patients and to 
protect itself against liability hospitals 
were immune to in the past 


According to medical center officials, 


doctors will have a greater voice, not a 
lesser one and will remain free to deal 
with their patients without adminis- 
trative interference 


THE REASON officials have had to re- 


assure Its doctors that all is well is be- 
cause of a mini-revolt of Its staff and 
criticism from the Illinois State Medical 
Society (ISMS) that the changes are a 
threat to the traditional doctor-patient 
relationship 


The reorganization provides a clear 


distinction between the running of the 
overall operation of the medical center 
by laymen and the religious order which 
owns the hospital and staff doctors, who 
will have a voice in deciding what s best 
for the treatment of their patients, medi- 
cal center officials said 


When the original idea was presented 


to the doctors that a reorganization was 
to be effected there were complaints by 
17 doctors who have since resigned from 
the staff but which eventually led to a 
statement against any reorganization of 
its kind at any hospital by the ISMS 


The ISMS yesterday passed a resolu- 


tion affirming its stand that "physicians 
have a legal responsibility to practice 
medicine' and that "hospitals have the 
responsibility to work with their medical 
staff in maintaining processes to insure 
quality medical care ' 


WHILE NOT specifically addressing it- 


self to the situation at Alexian Brothers, 
the ISMS House of Delegates resolution 
was the result of a fear by that body that 
more hospitals will reorganize and pose 
an increased threat t > the independence 
not possessed by most doctors 


"The problem Is two-fold,' said Jim 


Fletcher general counsel to ISMS "The 
closer the hospital gets to controlling the 
medical staff and Its practice the greater 
the possibility becomes that hospitals 
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can be accused of the unauthorized prac- 
tice of medicine by a corporation. On!y a 
physician can practice medicine." 


The second problem, according to Flet- 


cher, is the interpretation that the courts 
have made hospitals liable for malprac- 
tice suits and other litigation as a result 
of ineffective treatment by the medical 
staff 


"The major problem Is whether hospi- 


tals have interpreted Darling correctly 
(the Darling case resulted from a patient 
having his leg amputated because of neg- 
ligence on the part of the medical staff 
at a hospital and the hospital was or- 
dered to pay damages) Hospitals have 
read Darting in an overly broad fashion 
and are reading liability into it that may 
not exist. 


"Our point of view is that what Darling 


is saying is that hospitals must cooperate 
with the medical staff in maintaining 
quality medical care Not to dominate 
or direct its medical staff" 


"WE HAVE A responsibility to two so- 


cial processes," said Stephen Skorcz, 
vice president for planning at Alexian 
Brothers "First there is the societal in- 
sistence that medical care be more ef- 
ficient. Second, we put on paper what the 
courts have been saying for years, that 
the board of trustees have the responsi- 
bility for what goes on within hospital 
walls" 


Skorcz said the reorganization of the 


350-bed hospital will give the staff doctor 
a greater voice in the determination of 
the needs and wants of his department, 
something, he said, the staff didn't have 
before the changes went into effect.

Wheeling man 
pleads guilty 
in bank swindle 


A Wheeling man pleaded guilty Tues- 


day to federal charges that he and three 
discount chain officials juggled 128 mil- 
lion in checks, causing a 16.7 million loss 
to the Cosmopolitan National Bank of 
Chicago 


Donald Santowski, 42. of 153 Wilshire 


Dr., pleaded guilty to six counts of a 30- 
count indictment before U.S. District 
Judge Richard C. McLaren. Santowski is 
a former bank vice president. Three offi- 
cials of the Steinberg-Baum discount 
chain pleaded guilty to similar charges 
March 16 


The indictment charged the four men 


conspired to issue and hold 92 checks 
from immediate clearance. According to 
the indictment, 17 of the checks were 
never charged against the Steinberg- 
Baum account, causing the loss of $6.7 
million to the bank. 


The four, including Frank Baum, Leon- 


ard Freedman and Louis Steinberg, were 
charged with 11 counts of mail fraud, one 
count of conspiracy, one count of inter- 
state transportation of stolen funds and 
17 counts of embezzlement. 


Sentencing is scheduled for April 27. 


Steinberg is reported to be a fugitive in

The arrest of several motorcycle gang 


members, charged with the brutal beat- 
ing of a suspected woman informer, has 
brought to light a problem that some- 
times faces police in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Officers from three departments ar- 


rested seven gang members including 
two women and a juvenile girl late Tues- 
day in a raid on a house at 724 W. Oak- 
ton St., Elk Grove Township. The raid 
netted a small arsenal of weapons, in- 
cluding a machine gun, rifles, pistols, 
knives, chains and ammunition. 


The gang members, all charged with 


aggravated battery in the beating of the 
woman whom they thought to be an in- 
former for a rival gang, belong to the 
Pagan Saints, a motorcycle gang formed 
about three years ago, according to Cook 
County Sheriff's police. 


The gang, as well as other motorcycle 


groups in the area, has been involved in 
several fights and other disorderly con- 
duct incidents in Northwest suburban 
forest preserves. 


The Deer Grove preserve near Pala- 


tine and others in the area have been the 
scene of disturbances involving the Pa- 
gan Saints, other motorcycle gangs, mo- 
torists and picnickers. Other such groups 
in this area include the Old Stylers from 
Elgin and Hell's Henchmen from Ben- 
senville, police said. 


MOTORCYCLE GANG members, po- 


lice say, are a special problem in the 
summers when disturances caused by 
their appearance draw sheriff's tactical 
squad units to the forest preserves to 
keep order. 


Police said the suspected woman in- 


former was beaten Sunday night at the 
Oakton Street address. The gang mem- 
bers are also accused of beating a man 
police identify only as John Elders of 
Niles. 


Elders, who was attacked Sunday near 


Woodfield Mall in Schaumburg, was hos- 
pitalized overnight with broken ribs, cuts 
and bruises. 


The woman, who police refuse to iden- 


tify, suffered a broken wrist and arm 
and numerous cuts and bruises, remains 
hospitalized in Park Ridge. 


Both appeared to have been struck 


repeatedly with chains and clubs, police 
said.

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Homebuyer protection bills introduced in legislature

Local lawmakers art Introducing legis- 


lation in the Illinois General Assembly to 
protect homebuyers from some fraudu- 
lent practices and shoddy workmanship 
reported prevalent In the housing In- 
dustry. 


Stale Rep 
Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arllngton Heights, State Rep. Eugene 
P Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, and 
State Sen David Regner, R-Mount Pros- 
pect, all have announced buyer protec- 
tion bills 


As news surfaces that a 1173 million 


damage suit has been filed against Kauf- 
man and Broad Homes Inc, by 147 south 
suburban homeowners, the protective 
legislation may provide much needed re- 
lief 


The homeowners' suit, a class action 


for 438 homes, charges the builder failed 
to correct shoddy construction. Earlier, 
Larwin of Illinois, sued for poor con- 
struction by some Hanover Park resi- 


dents, settled with the homeowner by 
agreeing to buy back 70 houses. 


SCHLICKMAN'S bill, introduced last 


week, would require a builder to put up 
cash or bond equal to 10 per cent of the 
cost of construction. Complaints of shod- 
dy workmanship would be satisfied 
through this fund, either through negotia- 
tion with the builder or a court judg- 
ment. 


"The bill," Schlickman said, "Is based 


on established principles of due process 
and avoids creation of any new local or 
state agency." The local treasurer would 
hold the bonding fund in a non-interest- 
bearing account, deposited at the time 
the building permit is issued. 


Eight legislators are co-sponsoring 


Schlickman's bill. A similar bill was 
killed in committee last year. 


The Homebuilders Association is in the 


process of developing a voluntary bond- 
ing program for its members, Schlick- 


man pointed out. However, it has not 
gone into effect as yet and could not be 
applied to nonmembers. 


Robert K. Wlddecombe Jr., executive 


vice president of the association, said 
bonding would be up to $100,000 for large 
developers Liability would be limited to 
workmanship and materials covered by 
a one year warranty The association op- 
poses any legislation and has described it 
as overkill and mass punishment. 


"I hope by the end of the week to in- 


troduce legislation," Rep. Chapman said. 
Her bill would encompass Issues raised 
in a recent Herald series on housing 
fraud and poor workmanship. 


A DISCLOSURE bill, requiring build- 


ers to include written statements in the 
contract on the existence of parks, 
schools, zoning, taxing districts and 
other relevant information was still a 
possibility, she said 


Legislation that would require the con- 


tract to specify more exactly what de- 
fects are covered by warranty was also 
still under consideration she added 


"I've discarded anything requiring 


state licensing or involving the savings 
and loan associations," she said.

ment of damages for illegal real estate

Rep Richard A. Walsh, R-Oak Park, 


introduced a measure to create a recov- 
ery fund from which anyone damaged by 
certain acts of real estate brokers could 
be reimbursed up to $10,000, phis 15 per 
cent for costs and attorney fees. The bill 
specifies "panic peddling." "block- 
busting" and discrimination in the sale 
or rental of real estate. 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokle, Is the au- 


thor of the interest proposal. Jaffe said 
that mortgage companies collect ad 
hold in escrow large amounts which 
eventually are used for the payment of 
taxes and insurance. 


"It is the general practice of these fi- 


nancial institutions to collect these funds 
long before such payments are actually 
needed, and they have the free use of 
such monies for their own investment 
purposes, often for periods of more than 
a year " 


He said homeowners carry the major 


tax burden while mortgage bouses reap 


huge profits through the use of much of 
that tax money. 


In addition to the penalises provided in 


the Walsh proposal, the bill would in- 
crease the educational requirements for 
licensing of real estate brokers and 
salesmen. It would also provide for a 
commissioner of real estate within the 
Department of Registration and Educa- 
tion with investigative powers over bro- 
kers and salesmen in connection with 
their business 


Walsh said the bill has the endorse- 


ment of the Illinois Association of Real

"Our purpose is to show the 
public the damage that is being done to 
business by OSHA, and to show business 
men what can be done to get this latest 
bureaucratic 
monstrosity 
repealed," 


McCallum said. 


According to the committee, OSHA 


compliance officers may enter any firm 
or shop without notice and without a 
warrant to inspect for violations of feder- 
al regulations for which businessmen are 
subject to fines or Imprisonment without 
hearing or trial. 


McCALLtM SAID that in the first six 


months of operation, OSHA compliance 
officers visited some 9,300 businesses. 
Over 75 per cent of those were found 


guilty of violating some regulation, he 
said. 


"OSHA officials act as prosecutor, 


judge and jury in each case," said 
McCallum and added that officials ad- 
mitted they could find some violation in 
almost any company if they look hard 
enough. 


While OSHA regulations purportedly 


are designed to decrease industrial acci- 
dents, McCallum said, "The committee 
believes that most industrial accidents 
are caused by human carelessness and 
will, unfortunately, occur from time to 
time." 


He said the federal government 


"apparently has decided that... Ameri- 
can producers and businessmen are vir- 
tual criminals who deliberately endanger 
the men and women who work for 
them."

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Administration outlook 
Food prices 
leveling seen 


TOKYO (UPI)-Herbert Stein, chair- 


man of President Nixon's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, has said the food price 
increases in the United States will be set- 
tled down In the second part of this year. 


SMn made the statement la m speech 


before the Japan Economic Research 
Center. 


"The Increased supplies that will be 


forthcoming, M a result of the natural 
response of farmers and the measures 
taken by government, will bring this ra- 
pid food price rise to an end in the sec- 
ond part of this year," Stein taid. "But 
meanwhile the situation is disturbing. 


"There is much anxiety in the country, 


there Is a danger that food price Increas- 
es will undermine the cooperation of la- 
bor in wage moderation, and thtre la a 
further danger of setting loose another 
wave of inflationary psychology. 


"When I left the United Slates two 


days ago there was a great deal of dis- 
cussion going on, in the government and 
out, about what should be done to deal 


with food prices and their impact on the 
general price-wage levels," Stein said. 


"I DO NOT want to speculate from 


half way around the world about what 
the specific outcome of this discussion 
will be," he said. 


"But I am confident of one thing," 


Stein said, "the result is not going to be 
tc permit a revival of rapid inflation. 


"There is so much awareness of the 


problem, so much determination on all 
sides to master it, so much spirit of coop- 
eration, and so much power available, 
that the temporary bulge of food prices 
will not be allowed to derail progress to- 
wards objectives that are generally de- 
sired," Stein said. 


"The outlook for maintaining those 


conditions once achieved will be good, al- 
though we have not learned, and maybe 
never will, to keep a free economy pre- 
cisely on its optimum path," he added. 


Earlier, he predicted that the Japanese 


and West Europeans would eventually 
reach the income levels of Americans. 


The farmers' side of price story 


by Vailed Press Meraattonal 


Missouri and Illinois farm leaders, con- 


cerned about threats and plans for meat 
boycotts, fought back with the "farmer's 
side of the food price story." 


Harold Steele. president of the Illinois 


Agricultural Association, and Low-11 
Mohler, secretary of the Missouri Farm 
Bureau Federation, held a news confer- 
ence here. Farmers from both states 
stood silently behind the two farm lead- 
ers. 


Mohler said. "The farmers in Missouri 


and Illinois are concerned about talk of 
boycotts and price controls. We will have 
higher prices in the future, if the food 


supply doesn't meet the growing need. 
The prices in agriculture are set in the 
market place. 


"This country has operated under a 


cheap-food policy," he said. "In the last 
'20 years all farmers' costs have in- 
creased 109 per cent." 


Steele said that price controls "are a 


solution to the problem but can cause 
greater problems" and he cited black 
marketing and food rationing. 


"Food prices have gone up as a neces- 


sity for the farmer," he said. "Previous 
to this the farmer had been operating at 
a deficit or breaking even."

At St. Louis hog prices 
dipped, by $3 per hundredweight, the 
sharpest one-day decline on record, and 
prices were as much as $3.75 lower at 
Omaha, Neb., Louisville, Ky., and Joh'et,

one-day drops of $3 to $5 per hun- 
dredweight. "It is our biggest single day 


drop," Troy McKalvey of fee United 
Livestock Commission reported. 


In New York, the city health depart- 


ment released a "money saving menu" 
based on tow-cost high protein foods. It 
contained no meat and was dominated by 
cheeses and seafood. 


AN OFFICIAL of a New York City su- 


permarket group pleaded innocent to fed- 
eral charges of conspiring to bribe meat 
buyers and labor officials to overcome 
resistance to boxed beef shipped from 
Nebraska and Iowa to the New York 
area. 


In Portland, Ore., Ed Carroll, owner of 


the J. H. Horsemeat market was out of 
stock again Tuesday. Carroll opened for 
business at 9 a.m. Monday and by 2 p.m. 
block-long lines that ran five-deep at his 
counter had disappeared. So had his 3,700 
pounds of horsemeat, which sold at a top 
price of 95 cents a pound for tenderloin 
horse steak, compared with $2.95 for beef 
tenderloin.

Illinois needs 
no-fault plan 


A challenge to the auto insurance 


industry in Illinois lies before the 
Illinois legislature. In the debate 
sure to come on this issue, we hope 
a modified no-fault concept will 
emerge, as it is the surest way to 
compensate, fairly and promptly, 
auto accident victims. 


The no-fault concept is embodied 


in a modified no-fault auto insur- 
ance bill (SB 416) introduced last 
week by Sen. William Harris, 
R-Pontiac The bill's backed by al- 
most all auto insurance companies 
doing business in Illinois and a host 
of insurance experts. 


The Harris bill is one of three 


bills introduced this year to reform 
the present tort, or fault, system 
w hich requires proof of negligence 
or fault to award payment for 
damages suffered in an auto acci- 
dent. 


Last year, no-fault was approved 


by the legislature, but was thrown 
out by the Illinois Supreme Court. 
All three bills attempt to correct 
the constitutional problem which 
caused the court's action. 


The present too-little. tooJate 


system often compensates the sev- 
erely injured for only a fraction of 
their claims, while persons injured 
in relatively minor accidents can 
rake in two or three times the val- 
ue of their losses. A backlog of 
suits filed by accident victims 
clogs the courts and the much- 
needed 
compensation may 
be 


years in coming. 


Also, the present tort system in 


some instances subsidizes trial 
lawyers who would capitalize on 
this uncertainty of payment. We 
could well ask whether it is truth 
or a lawyer's promise of a windfall 
settlement which leads accident 
victims to seek overcompensation 
for their injuries. 


The right to reap tremendous 


cain from the pain and suffering 
pf a minor accident in questionable. 
In contrast to the Harris bill, a 


no-fault measure sponsored by the 
Illinois Bar Association and backed 
by the Association of Trial Lawy- 
ers of America would place no re- 
striction on the right to sue for 
pain and suffering. 


It would, however, offer speedy 


payment of claims up to $2,000 per 
person within a year after an acci- 
dent and include funeral expenses 
of up to $2,000. 


The Harris bill stands alone in its 


twofold promise of fair, speedy 
and adequate claims along with the 
eventual goal of lower premium 
costs. Under this bill, the accident 
victim could be reimbursed up to 
$10,000 for all economic loss with 
no time limit. 


The bill's economy should be 


proved in the restriction of pain 
and suffering suits to those in- 
volving death, serious injury or 60- 
day disability. Herein lies the pub- 
lic's hope for fewer court delays 
and the possibility of lower insur- 
ance costs, even at the expense of 
a trial lawyer's fee. 


This proposal — defining the in- 


jured party's rights in terms of 
physical injury, rather than dollars 
and cents — should clear last 
year's constitutional hurdle. 


The third major bill, backed by 


the Chicago Bar Assn , has a pain 
and 
suffering 
definition 
setting 


monetary limits, thus threatening 
its passage. The Chicago Bar bill 
also provides greater mandatory 
coverage (all three bills provide 
for mandatory liability insurance, 
a much-needed step in Illinois). 


At stake in the upcoming legisla- 


tive fight is bringing insurance 
laws in line with the public inter- 
est. The concept of negligence can 
maintain a meaningful place in our 
system of accident compensation 
even as the needs of innocent ac- 
cident victims are protected. No- 
fault auto insurance in Illinois is 
the best means towards this end. 


6Tuna war' is on 


The United States and Peru are 


locked in a "Tuna War." Already 
in 1973. as of early February, 23 
U S fishing boats have been seized 
and fined by Peru for violating its 
200-mile territorial limit. 


To Americans, the claim of sov- 


ereignty over such an expanse of 
ocean is outrageous, a blow to the 
traditional freedom of the seas. To 
Peru, and other Latin countries 
which have imposed similar limits, 
it is a matter of economic survival. 


Speaking recently at California 


Polytechnic State University, Fer- 
n a n d o Belaunde-Terry, former 
president of Peru, argued that the 
controversial offshore fishing limit 
is not a belligerent action but 
should be recognized as part of a 
"Blue Revolution" to increase the 
sea's productivity of food for man- 
kind. 


The coastal limit question, he 


said, has focused international at- 
tention on the sea — which covers 
70 per cent of the globe but cur- 
rently produces only 2 per cent of 
the world's food — in much the 
same way as the "Green Revolu- 


tion" in agriculture has spurred 
greater productivity from the land. 


Comparing the long coastline of 


the United States with that of 
Peru, Belaunde noted that the 
state of Massachusets and Wash- 
ington are in favor of extending the 
U S. limit to 200 miles. 


The three-mile limit, he said, is 


an old-fashioned concept based on 
the range of cannon shot. Britain, 
for one. has extended its limit to 12 
miles. The 200-mile limit is favored 
by most "Third World" nations. 


He also pointed out that the Per- 


uvian limit does not prohibit fish- 
ing by U.S. vessels but requires 
registration and compliance with 
Peruvian regulations. The seizures 
result when foreign vessels, follow- 
ing their governments' policies, re- 
fuse to comply with the regu- 
lations. 


Belaunde is hopeful that a resolu- 


tion of the coastal waters issue will 
be arrived at in a forthcoming 
United Nations conference on the 
sea. 


Meanwhile, the famous "Tuna 


War" continues.

The rise and fall of Bill Cox

In 1936, a young man from the Coles 


County town of Ashmore got his shot at 
the big leagues as a relief pitcher for the 
St. Louis Cardinals. 


He apparently came in late that sea- 


son, because the record books show that 
he pitched only 2-2/3 innings and had no 
won-lost record. The one game he started 
must have been some kind of disaster, 
because he lasted only 1-2/3 innings. 


The next year he turned up briefly on 


the roster of the Chicago White Sox, 
where he compiled a won-lost record of 
1-0. 


After that it was all downhill. 
Id three more seasons, he managed to 


win only one more game while losing six, 
for a lifetime average of 2-9. 


The future in baseball didn't look too 


bright, and Bill Cox went off to war. Fol- 
lowing the war, he returned to Coles 
County and by 1954, his record as a for- 


mer big league pitcher, a veteran and a 
referee of high school basketball games 
looked good enough to get him elected to 
the county school board. 


In 1958, he sought and won the office of 


Coles County sheriff, and in 1962 he grad- 
uated to county treasurer. From there he 
went on to the state legislature. In 
Springfield he quickly became a member 
of the club. 


Following just one term, he rated high

Who gave the Watergate orders?

The probability is high that no inquiry 


and no public utterance is going to settle 
the question whether President Nixon 
personally ordered the 1972 rash of politi- 
cal spying and sabotage whose disclosure 
began with the Watergate bugging case 
last June. 


An influential Republican source sug- 


gests convincingly that top aide H. R. 
(Bob) Haldeman is almost certainly the 
only man who would know directly 
whether or not the President ever issued 
such an order. It is clearly evident that 
Haldeman cannot be compelled to speak 
on this matter by the U.S. Senate, the 
courts, or anyone else. Nor should the 
nation hold its collective breath waiting 
for Haldeman's post-regime memoirs to 
set the record straight. 


My source, who cannot be properly 


portrayed as an apologist for Mr. Nixon 
on this issue, believes the President most 
likely did not order the controversial ac- 
tivity aimed at undercutting the Demo- 
cratic party and its presidential candi- 
dates last year. Says this man: 


"The President, 
in my judgment, 


would have regarded such an under- 
taking as counter-productive. If he had 
become aware of it at all (in the critical 
formative stage before the damage was 
done), he'd have stopped it." 


This Republican thinks that Haldeman, 


knowing and acting for Mr. Nixon as he 
does, also would have stopped the oper- 
ation. 


My informant is thoroughly persuaded 


that the President, early in 1972, under- 
stood his advantages over any plausible 
Democratic rival. Those were, of course, 
his incumbency, an improving economy, 
his widely approved overtures to Peking 
and Moscow, his winding-down of the 
Vietnam war and his peace efforts. 
Coupled with the Democrats' noisy inter- 
nal stresses, these things would seem to 
have made spying and disruptive tactics 
unnecessary even to contemplate. 


Nevertheless, not only the President's 


confirmed critics but many independent 
appraisers may find it hard to accept the 
idea of his non-involvement, at least to 
the extent of having knowledge of the un- 
dertaking and tolerating it. 


A combination of factors — diligent in- 


vestigative reporting by a few newsmen, 
Senate testimony by acting FBI Director 
Patrick Gray, public statements by some 
involved in the shenanigans — has drawn 
the whole enterprise into the White 
House, to the President's re-election 
committee, to high administration offi- 
cials with presumed close access and re- 


sponsiveness to Mr. Nixon. 


Well known now, of course, are the de- 


partures of such White House aides as 
Charles Colson and Dwight Chapin, the 
latter after disclosure of his dealings 
with the evasive political operator, Don- 
ald Segretti. 


None of > this truly proves Mr. Nixon 


either gave direction to these dubious ac- 
tivities or had personal knowledge of

them at a time when he might have ef- 
fectively hatted them. It may say a lot 
about bow some of Mr. Nixon's associ- 
ates perceive him and interpret his wish- 
es. 


My informant believes some of the 


men involved, including Chapin and Nix- 
on lawyer Herbert Kalmbach, are not 
the types to have acted without orders 
from someone in reasonably high author- 
ity. 


The big question is still who gave the 


orders. It can be guessed they were per- 
ilously general, since the operation got 
badly out of hand, too many operatives 
were left to make free-wheeling personal 
judgments, and at least one (convicted 
Watergate participant Gordon Liddy) 
said openly he felt free to go beyond his 
"authority." That means there was au- 
thority — to act in ways which have 
proved foolishly damaging to Mr. Nixon 
and to politics and have in the end been 
a botch.

Prepare in advance to halt burglary 


With burglaries in tin UniUd State oc- 


curring on the average of about once ev- 
ery w seconds, more and more home- 
owners are suffering the traumatic expe- 
rience of coming borne to find a house- 
breaker hat paid a call, .reports toe In- 
surance Information Institute. 


In 10 Midwest states during 1971, the 


latest year for which complete statistics 
are available, the FBI reports that more 
than 400,000 burglaries were attempted 
or committed. Residential burglaries 
tend to account for about M per cent, 
with daytime breaks showing an increase 
nationwide of H per cent. 


With the statistics unhappily mounting 


against the property owner, the institute 
offers the following guide, particularly 
for those who discover that the burglar 
already has done his work: 


Notify your police department imme- 


diately. Leave your home exactly as it 
was when the crime was discovered to 
help the police make a concise report 
and proper investigation. A complete in- 
ventory of the contents of your home Is 
most valuable at this point to enable you 
to give the police a detailed account of 
what was taken and Its value. If you 
dont have such an Inventory, get busy 
right now and prepare one. List the Mem, 
color, manufacturer, any serial numbers, 
purchase price, date of purchase and 
where it was bought. 


After the police have gone, contact 


your insurance agent. He has a record of 
your Insurance policies and win give you 
professional advice on what to do in 
making a claim under the theft provision 
of your homeowners policy. 


Again, an Inventory of your posses- 


sions is important. It Is difficult for your 
agent or the Insurance company claims 
adjuster to help to the extent they would 
like if you cannot remember what was 
stolen or furnish some documentation of 
its value. The Inventory made in a calm, 
methodical and unhurried manner will 
be far more accurate than one made af- 
ter the fact, when you are upset and suf- 
fering from the shock of your loss. 


UNDER YOUR homeowners policy, 


the total amount of insurance on the con- 
tents of your home is 50 per cent of the 
insurance on the dwelling. If your home 
U insured for $30,000, your homeowners 
policy covers the contents for 115,000. In 
cases where the home owner may think 
this latter amount may be too little, addi- 
tional coverage can be provided. For 
aoartment dwellers, no specific coverage 
I s a u t o m a i c a l l y afforded. Policy 
amounts are provided at the request of 
the tenant based on certain underwriting 
limitations. 


There are limits on the amount of cov- 


eraoe for certain Items written into most 
Do'lcles. For example, jewelry and furs 
*re limited to 1500 in the aggregate. 
There ts a $100 limit on money, stamp 
and coin collections. A $500 limit is te- 
noned on securities, bills and letters of 
credit. The $800 limit also applies to 
boats and trailers. 


To obtain additional coverage on these 


tarns, they must be Insured under a 
scheduled property floater with apprais- 
als attached to the policy. This all-risk 
nrwical loss policy will protect your spe- 
cial possessions since your insurance 
comoany will have an accurate idea of 
their true worth. 


The silver service your inherited or re- 


ceived as a wedding gift Is covered us- 
der your homeowners policy. However, 
antique silver appreciates in value over 
the years, making It more valuable today 
than it was when originally bought. 


The same applies to works of art 


Thus, a professional appraisal made be- 
fore the burglar strikes Is the best means 
of establishing the true value of what- 
ever is stolen. Again, proof Is the name 
of the game, for an insurance company 
must have evidence to justify your 
claim. 


Most homeowners policies are sold 


with a deductible of $80 or $100. This 
means you agree to assume the first $50 
or $100 of fte loss yourself. The deduc- 
tible applies after depreciation la consid- 
ered. The Insurance adjuster is highly 
trained, and the moat important factor In 
determining depreciation is gfod judg- 
ment. Depreciation will vary with usage, 
which In tun varies with each individual 
and family. 


ARTICLES COMPOSED of highly du- 


rable materials, such as gold, silver, 
platinum or other precious metals do not 
deteriorate appreciably, whUe those of 
less durable composition may depreciate 
10 per cent a year. Certain style changes 
in clothing have the effect of lowering 
the value of the item drastically, despite 
the fact that the material itself might not 
be worn excessively. 


An example of depreciation used in ad- 


Justing Insurance losses can be cited in 
the case of a stolen stereo. The reason- 
able average useful life of a record play- 
er Is 10 years. This means it will depre- 
ciate 10 per cent each year of use. A 
refrigerator's average useful life is IS 
years and will depreciate seven per cent 
a year. 


The insurance adjuster computes the 


purchase price of the item baaed on your 
bill of sale, cancelled check or payment

record. He then figures the depreciation 
and the amount of the deductible in your 
policy to arrive at a fair and equitable 
settlement. 


It is at this point that many people re- 


alize their Insurance company is not go- 
ing to replace the stolen TV with a new 
one. In the case of a new one, yes, less 
the deductible in your policy. 


In many instances such items as rings, 


necklaces, pins and furs are overinsured. 
A housewife might insure her diamond 
ring for $1,000 although it coat only $800 
and has been appraised at that amount. 
The Insurer Is free to replace the ring 
with one of like quality obtained from a 
reputable jeweler and is not obliged to 
pay the face amount of the policy, in this 
Instance $1,000. Insurers discourage over- 
Insuring and make every effort to write 


policies reflecting the true value of the 
Insured article. Furs, mink coats and the 
like also may be replaced by those of 
like quality from reputable furriers upon 
proof of loss. 


NO ONE PROFITS from burglary ex- 


cept the thief. No matter bow much In- 
surance a home owner carries, he is still 
going to absorb the deductible amounts 
and presumably will have to replace the 
stolen articles. In the case of articles 
having absolutely no monetary value but 
are implacable for sentimental reasons, 
he is going to suffer the heartache of 
toss. 


The institute suggests the chances of if 


burglar visiting your home will be min- 
imized if you wUl exercise a few com- 
mon sense precautions. Don't invite a 
burglar In by leaving doors and windows 


unlocked. Burglary is a crime of stealth, 
and the more trouble a thief has in gain- 
ing entry the easier he will become dis- 
couraged. Leave lights burning at night 
and use double locks on doors. Put valu- 
ables in a sate and have a neighbor 
watch the bouse if you are going to be 
away. 


See your insurance agent about "Oper- 


ation Identification." This theft-guard 
program consists of engraving your driv- 
er's license number on all articles of val- 
ue m your home for easier identification 
later by police. Decals for doors and win- 
dows act as an effective deterrent to the 
would-be thief. 


Above all, the institute stresses the 


Importance of an Inventory and retention 
of appraisals and proofs of purchase of 
aH household Items.

Clear yellows, a bit warmer than last 


year's account for almost a third of the 
made-lo-order yellow/gold paint colors, 
the report said 


A close second to the yellow/golds are 


the yellow-green/olives. Occupying third 
position in the survey are the 


beige/browns, which run to the yellowish 
side. Deep browns are strong for both 
interior and exterior decorating. 


For interior use, the best color is said 


to be a very light butterscotch beige sup- 
ported by a slightly deeper version of the 
same color. 


Results of another study conducted si- 


multaneously by Color Corp. of America 
names "Divinity Fudge" as its first 
place winner. This was placed in the yel- 
low/orange family 


This Color Corp survey showed that 


cleaner, vivid paint colors scored the 
greatest increase in popularity. A clean, 
brilliant yellow called Summer Sun took 
the number three positon. Muted whites, 
however, still occupied three of the top 
four spots. 


A color showing "surprising" strength 


was "Parasol Pink," a clean pink with a 
slight violet cast. Colors of this hue have 
not been very popular in the past, ac- 
cording to the survey. Yellow, green, tan 
and orange colors dominated me top 50. 


This survey was based on paint sates 


reported by dealers throughout North 
America in the last half of mi. 


The DuPont Go's color advisory ser- 


vice reports a growing consumer prefer- 
ence for the yellow-green and copper- 
bronze earth colors as shown in his 
choice of colors for new automobiles. 


The annual study of automotive color 


popularity showed yellow-green, traditio- 
nally low on the preference scale, the fa- 
vorite colors on 1971 cars. Similarly, cop- 
per-bronze jumped from one half of one 
per cent of new cars sold in 1970 to near- 
ly 11 per cent in 1971.

Result: daily floor care can be reduced 
to the entryways and yon can stretch the 
time between calls for the professional 
carpet cleaners. 


Of course, an entry is needed at both 


back and front doors, with a boot box 
included at the family entrance. There, 
kids and adults alike should be trained to 
exchange street shoes for indoor foot- 
wear.

Many people who MU tfcdr homo to- 


day fall to fat at food a deal as they 
should because they itart by asking for 
too mud), then end up settling for too 
little! 


In between, they make a boet of other 


blunders. 


They talk mostly to the wife, since 


she la often the shopper most willing to 
talk, but fail to realbe tint the husband 
is usually the one who deckles. 


They explain bow easy ft would be to 


fix defects la the house, and never real- 
lie that in eo doing they are calling at- 
tention to defects that might otherwise 
go unnoticed. 


They may bear the expense of repaint- 


ing or repapering in the hope of getting a 
better price, and then fail to cut the 
grass and fix a cracked window that de- 
tracts almost as much at the paint or 
paper seem to add.

The lure of outboard boating has come 


a long way since the early advertise- 
ments of a half-century ago teased boa- 
ters with the question, "Why Row?" 


Today, with more than 50 mlDJon U.S. 


and Canadian participants, the attraction 
of boating Is a lot tike the call of the 
barker at the county fair, "Come one, 
come all." he says. "There's fun for the 
whole family." 


The attraction today Isn't just the out- 


board, but what the outboard will let you 
do. Outboard models for 1973 Include ev- 
erything from the tiny Johnson two h.p. 
with self-contained fuel tank, for canoe- 
ing, dinghies and the like; all the way up 
to ISO-horsepower-plus plants, like John- 
son's SUnger GP, for the outboard racing 
circuit. 


For one user, it's power to take the 


family water siding. For another, it's a 
way to get to hi* favorite fishing hole, 
fast. For still another, the outboard lets 
him cruise, camp or picnic on some of 
this country's scenic waters. For most, 
outboardlng Is a combination of these. 


The Boating Industry Association 


makes a yearly study of what new boat 


New York boaters 
lead in outboard* 


New York state leads the parade when 


it comes to using outboard motors. Esti- 
mates indicate that the Empire State had 
571 million outboard motors in use during 
1972, with metropolitan New York City 
accounting for 290 thousand motors 
alone. 


and motor buyers use their equipment 
for. The figures show the percentage of 
mentions each activity received among 
outboard and boat buyers. Many buyers 
put down several activities, which is why 
the percentage figures total more than 
100. 


Water skiing has taken over the num- 


ber one spot, edging out the long-time 
leader, fishing. Water skiing received 51 
per cent mention from the respondents 
in 1971 while fishing placed second with 
47 per cent. The 1972 figures are not 
available. 


Until 1971 fishing had always received 


the most mentions. In 1970, for instance, 
fishing received a score of 55 per cent, 
while water skiing received 45 per cent. 


The market research experts point out 


that the figures do not mean that fewer 
people are fishing, but that the interest 
in water-oriented activities like water 
skiing has greatly increased. The figures 
support the theory that boating equip- 
ment buyers are increasingly turning to 
areas in which skill and expertise may 
be practiced. 


Cruising retained its third place 


stance, with 33 percentage points, and 
Just managed to stay ahead of minting 
which registered 30 per cent of the men- 
tions. 


"Other," that ubiquitous category 


which lumps all those commercial fish- 
ermen, sailors, scuba divers, dinghy 
users et al., remained steady at seven 
percent. 


So, as the old advertisement said, why 


row? Why not, instead, water ski, fish, 
cruise, camp, picnic, or generally have 
fun like the millions who have discovered 
the lure of boating- 


They spend hard-earned dollars on ad- 


vertising to attract potential buyers, then 
forget to put the pets outside, or hi a 
neighbor's house, so that the pet-shy 
prospect isn't tempted to get out of the 
house as soon as possible. 


ONE OF THE strangest things, veter- 


an real estate brokers say, is to see a 
homeowner earnestly trying to talk a 
prospect into buying — but actually talk- 
ing him out of it. If be feel* bad at hav- 
ing to sell his bouse, the homeowner may 
lord it over the prospective buyer and 
even ridicule him. 


Some women warn, "Be careful not to 


track, the carpet" — making the prospect 
feel more and more guilty with each 
step. 


To avoid these and scores of other er- 


rors, there is a great deal of advantage 
in turning to professional real estate bro- 
kers. Few people are fully aware of how 
much help they can render, or how mod- 
ern their business has become. 


Some brokers, for instance, now have 


an ERA "Moving Machine." If you want 
to buy a house In or near another city, 
tell the broker what you have in mind 
and he turns on a photocopy machine 
that is hooked up by telephone lines to 
another machine hi the ERA home of- 
fice. Six minutes later, your broker's ma- 
chine turns out six photos, with descrip- 
tions of houses available in the area you 
are moving to. 


Similarly, if someone hi another city 


wants to buy a house in your area, your 
broker's machine sends a picture of your 
house to the prospective buyer. The bro- 
kers who are member of the photocopier 
network have an association called Elec- 
tronic Realty Associates, which may be 
contacted by writing Dept. S, 8600 W. 
63rd Street, Shawnee Mission, Kan. 
66201. 


WHETHER OR NOT your broker has 


the ERA photo-by-wire system, you can 
avoid making some of the common mis- 
takes by heeding these do's and don'ts. 


DO put your house in order. If the 


grass always looks greener on the other 
side of the fence, some extra lawn fertili- 
zer may mean more green for you. 


Don't be too quick to talk about coming 


down in price. Your real estate sales- 
person can tell you when this may be 
necessary — if it's necessary at all. 


Do try to leave your boose eomptetely 


furnished until ft is sold. It looks better 
with draperies and furniture all in place. 


Don't talk about what you paid for the 


house. Prices have gone up since then, 
and some buyers may actually resent 
you making a profit. 


Do dress well when prospective buyers 


are scheduled to visit. A house seems to 
bring more money when residents look 
affluent 


Don't express annoyance if a prospect 


criticizes features of the house. He may 
know more about buying a house than 
you know about selling one, and someone 
may have suggested that criticism 
brings a lower price. 


Do be ready with a definite answer as 


to the date by which you win definitely 
be ready to move. 


DONT BE OVERLY optimistic if a 


woman looks at your home and says 
she's very interested. Many a shopper 
will visit several homes in a day and say 
the same thing in each. 


Do, whenever possible, let your real es- 


tate agent show the house. Just by look- 
ing at the prospect she can often tell 
which points are going over well, and 
which she might as well not mention. 


Don't get the children in on the nego- 


tiation. Just one reference to the "ter- 
rible" school (which your child may 
love) or the "horrible" child down the 
block (who may be one of your child's 
best friends most days) may remind you 
that there is room for improvement in 
the way you present your home sweet 
home... be it ever so humble. 


Keep these tips in mind and your sales 


program will have a firm foundation. 


Fishing is fun but so is catching fish. 


Tbere're more times than not in a fish- 
erman's life when he finds the only thing 
the fish are biting is each other. 


R happens often, but more often than 


not the fisherman who goes to the mini 
baits during these hard times can come 
up with maxi limits. 


The mini baits are rapidly gaining fa- 


vor in those clear water reservoirs where 
fish have a more than normal case of 
lockjaw. "Not biting ..." is the familiar 
term, but the fisherman who goes to 
light spinning gear — ultra light — and 
attaches these small baits to line as fight 
as 4 Ib. test has a better than average 
chance of making the fellows back at the 
dock change their way of thinking. 


How small is small? It's very small. 


Like 1/32 oz. Doll Flys in Maribou or 
hair styles. For normal fishing for bass, 
walleyes or panfish the usual weights in 
these small baits fall into the 1/8 or 1/16 
oz. range. 


When fishing the ultra light baits the 


usual hard charging strike of a bass or 
panfish doesn't always happen. More 
times than not it's an almost unnoti- 
ceable "twitch" in the line that signals a 
strike. 


Because It is such a small strike, many 


ultra light fishermen rely on fluorescent 
lines such as DuPont's Siren to give 
them a little help in "feeling" the strike. 
One word of caution: the size of the 
strike doesn't necessarily mean the fish 
is the same size. Five pound bass often 
hit the same as fc H>. bluegiU. 


Fish'n is fun and so Is catching 'em. 


One of the best ways to raise your per- 
centage is to go to the mini baits — for 
maxi limits.

"The number of homes owned and oc- 


cupied by single persons has increased 
by more than 85 per cent over the past 
decade, jumping from 2.9 million in 1960 
to a projected 5 million-plus in 1973," 
Goss points out. 


"Traditional family life is still very 


much with us, of course, but the number 
of all households occupied by single 
people or persons not related to each oth- 
er has skyrocketed by more than 71 per 
cent since I960. 


"THESE INDIVIDUALS or small 


groups of friends are shying away from 
the cold, impersonal, and often Inconven- 
ient and costly apartment living of the 
past. Home buying for the unattached of 
all ages represents a wise investment in 
both the present and the future. 


"For the present, a home means the 


best of all possible worlds for the single 
person — plenty of room to spread out 
and enjoy life, have guests over for 
bridge or badminton, and relax after 
work, far from the maddening crowd, 
noise, and dirt of center city. 


"For the future, whether it means 


marriage, continuing as a single, or re- 
tirement, home buying is an effective 
way of fighting off ever-spiraling costs of 
living — increasing home values contin- 
ue to keep pace with inflation and many 
times keep a giant step or two ahead of 
it," Goss offers. 


He adds that this new breed of home- 


owner is LiteraDy a "busy body" — that 
Is. far more often than not, he is away 
from the house most of the daylight 
hours, hard at work, and more than 
ready for an evening or weekend of 
close-at-hand recreation and relaxation. 


"FEWER PEOPLE are staying home 


during the daytime. An official survey 
found that fewer than 60 per cent of all 
homes had someone over 13 there during 
the usual working hours, a drop from 
about 70 per cent in I960," Goss says. 


This, he continues, reflects a growing 


need for more planned communities 
which Include all of the leisure time ac- 
tivities desired by young and not-so- 
young, growing families, and — perhaps 
the fastest-growing yet most overlooked 
person — the unmarried homeowner. 


"And," Goss continues, "as our new, 


single home buyer settles Into the com- 
forts of his own place out in the suburbs, 
he's more than likely going to want to 
give up the rigors of commuting and 
have his job come on out and join nim, 


away from the congestion and dangers of 
downtown. 


"This type of thinking should be a sig- 


nal for many smart businessmen to relo- 
cate close by today's burgeoning job 
market of eager, educated, and qualified 
singles who now own their own homes," 
Goss concludes. 


5. Check the pilot lights of the furnace

8. Never overload electrical outlets. It 


Is surprising how many homeowners dis- 
regard this common safety rule.

"Having the security of homeowners or

The chances of a fatal or serious auto 


crash are greatest at low visibility peri- 
ods after dark, warns R. A. Hogan, re- 
gional manager for the Allstate Insur- 
ance Companies. 


"Nighttime crashes account for 53 per 


cent of traffic deaths, and almost half of 
all pedestrians killed in traffic are struck 
down between 5 p.m. and midnight," Ho- 
gan pointed out. 


To help motorists drive safely after 


dark Allstate's regional manager offers 
the following advice: 


• Allow for more stopping distance. 


With visibility reduced, driving reactions 
are sometimes delayed for that "fatal 
second" 


• Slow down. After dark, every driver 


needs the extra reaction time that slower 
speeds provide 


• D o n ' t overdrive the headlights. 


Headlights can light up about 350 feet of 
roadway. At 50 m.p.h., a motorist needs 
about 243 feet to stop. But at 60 m.p.h., 
366 feet are required to stop. 


• Keep windshield* and headlights 


clean. A spattered windshield magnifies 
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the glare of oncoming headlights. And 
dirty headlights reduce visibility. 


• Protect your eyes. Do not wear 


sunglasses at night or during periods of 
low visibility. Look slightly to the right 
of oncoming headlights. 


• Be careful passing. Observe the 


headlight range of preceding cars. Pass 
only when the road is clear. 


• Use lights correctly. Don't drive af- 


ter dark unless all headlights and signal 
lights are working. Never drive with 
parking lights on. Avoid using high 
beams in congested areas or when there 
is oncoming traffic. 


• Be seen, be safe. Signal every turn, 


lane change and when leaving curb park- 
ing spaces. Pump the brakes when slow- 
ing down to warn drivers behind. And be 
sure to use headlights during dusk and 
dawn.

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Kitchen Efficiency Depends Upon Work Center Locations 


Most homemakcrs agree that the kitch- 


en to where they invariably spend a ma- 
jority of their time. And they want it to 
be as modern, pleasant and convenient 
as possible. 


Every kitchen should be divided into 


three major "work centers," located in 
relation to the sequence of work to be 
performed there, according to Hotpoint's 
Kitchen Planning Service. The major 
"work centers" are the refrigeration 
center, the sanitary center and cooking 
center. 


Ideally, the sequence of work in the 


kitchen moves from storage to mix, on to 
preparation, then to cook and serve and 
finally back to the sink for clean up. 


Hotpoint kitchen planners have these 


comments on each of the centers: 


Refrigeration: Obviously built around 


the refrigerator, this center should be lo- 
cated near the door where the supplies 
enter and should have sufficient drawer, 
shelf, and counter storage to handle the 


numerous kitchen utensils common in to- 
day's kitchen. There should be a min- 
imum of IS inches of work counter at the 
opening side of the refrigerator — more, 
if possible. Today's modern sMe-by-side 
refrigerator-freezer combinations func- 
tion more efficiently with required work 
space on both sides of the appliance. 


Sanitary: This center handle! both 


chores performed in the kitchen during 
preparation of dally meals and the sub- 
sequent clean-up. It is best when located 
between the range and refrigerator, and 
should have at least 24 inches of space on 
each side of the sink — whether the sink 
is double-or single-bowl. 


In addition to the dishwasher, space 


must also be planned to store detergents, 
cleaning equipment and utensils; and to 
dispose of trash. A low-cost waste dis- 
poser is highly recommended to take 
care of "wet" garbage, while a Trash 
Compactor is an effective means of han- 
dling solid wastes such as milk contain- 
ers, egg cartons, cereal boxes, bottles 


and the like. Used together,a waste dis- 
poser and compactor will assure a neat- 
er, more sanitary and odor-free kitchen. 


Cooking: The best location for the 


cooking center is near the dining room 
and breakfast areas. A counter at each 
side of the range is important for effi- 
ciency as well as safety. There should be 
a minimum of 12 inches of counter at the 
side away from the sink, and 24 Inches 
minimum between the sink and range. A 
large amount of storage also is required 
in this area for pots, pans, trays, uten- 
sils, dry foods and condiments. 


Most kitchens will contain one or more 


minor work centers, according to Hot- 
point, so advance planning will make 
them work best. 


A planning and message center is an 


essential in today's modern kitchen. It 


can be as large as needed, or as small as 
an 8 x 10-inch shelf with telephone and 
recipe racks. If space permits, a bulletin 
board and intercom can be included. 


An all-purpose bar is a handy addition 


that can be used for homework, buffet, 
snacks, serving, and many other func- 
tions. It can be an extension of one of the 
kitchen counters, part of a pass-through, 
or a shelf along one wall with added stor- 
age underneath as a useful option. 


Another work center can be built 


around a home food freezer. A complete 
freezer center can be rather spacious, 
with storage for necessary packaging 
materials and tools, plus a place to sit 
and work at a sink. The freezer center 
can be located in the kitchen, a utility 
room, breezeway, or wherever space 
permits. 


The above guidelines should help you 


plan the best arrangement of work cen- 
ters in your new kitchen to fit your needs 
and the space available.

Wankel (rotary) engines 
need basic maintenance 


Some experts say the Wanks! (rotary) 


engine is tba automotive power source of 
the future. Other equally qualified au- 
thorities maintain that the present-day 
piston engine, although modified, will be 
with us for an indefinite period. 


No matter who is correct, two facts 


are beyond dispute. The rotary engine is 
already an on-the-road reality. 


This rotary engine, despite its sim- 


plified design, win continue to require 
regularly scheduled maintenance. 


As different as the rotary engine is, 


there are still familiar basic mainte- 
nance needs. The rotary engine uses a 
conventional ignition system. 


Periodic tune-up is as important to the 


Wankeltype engine as It is to the piston 
engine.

Kersey's Porter to coach Illinois mat team 


TOM PORTIIt, who piloted back-to- 
back state wrestling champions at 
Hersey, has accepted the head mat 
and assistant football coach's posi- 
tion at the University of Illinois. Por- 
ter will be reunited with a pair of his 
former standouts — Kevin Pancratz 
and Bob Vercruysie — next season.

It would take nothing short of a magi- 


cian to yank the University of Illinois' 
wrestling program from the dark cellar 
of the Big Ten's almighty grip. 


But that may be exactly what the hun- 


gry lUtal may have pulled out of the hat, 
the Herald exclusively learned, when the 
university signed Hersey's Tom Porter 
to a head coaching contract yesterday 
morning. Tom will also assist the football 
program. 


Porter, the successor to Jack Robinson 


who announced his retirement earlier in 
the month, will be trying to muscle Illi- 
nois into wrestling respectability and 
eventually to its first conference cham- 
pionship since 1962. 


Actual 
the 
announcement 
should 


come as no surprise to area mat fans 
who have followed Hersey's incredible 
oversight success that for two years 
could easily have been categorised under 
the heading of "domination" in the prep 
ranks. 


Porter came to Hersey in the school's 


baptismal year in 1968 and suffered 
through only two years below the .500 
plateau before molding a championship 
powerhouse. 


In 1971, Porter's sermons on the mats 


blossomed into the Huskies' first confer- 
ence title by a wide margin of 30 points, 
a stunning team triumph in the districts 
and a sectional runnerup berth that in- 
cluded three state qualifiers. 


The trio was enough, though, as Porter 


guided both Jim Battaglia and Brad 
Smith to state titles and Tad Deluca to a

fourth In earning the coveted Illinois 
championship and the well-deserved Out- 
standing Coach of tba Year award. 


"Iff a oM*otva4fetum thrill," Por- 


ter saU at the state, hot H oajckl? be- 
came doubly MturfylBg B weeks later 
when the Huskies Joined a select group 
of Just six other teams ta capturing a 
second-straight state crown. 


While celebrating only its fourth year 


of competition, Hersey's remarkable re- 
turn to the pinnacle of wrestling was 
spiced by Smith's repeat championship, 
Deluca's second, Pat Teefey's third and 
a fifth by Kevin Pancratz. 


This season's Huskie crew finished a 


modest 25th in the field of over 300 with 
its third successive conference trophy 
strewn in its wake. 


An outstanding athlete in his own 


.right, Porter wrestled three seasons with 
perennial powerhouse Thornton, quali- 
fying for the state meet his senior year 
white his team went on to win all the 
marbles. 


Tom chose the University of Dlinoli for 


a two year stint which saw him lettering 
as a sophomore before transferring to In- 
diana State where he won two conference 
titles art a pair of fifths In NAIA com- 
petition. 


He worked as an assistant coach at In- 


diana State before landing an assistant 
coaching position at Prospect where he 
fielded winning underlevel teams for 
three seasons, including an undefeated 
group in 1966. 


Hersey beckoned two years later and 


the 32-year-old accepted the challenge 
with unprecedented results. 


Now Illinois, a mat machine during the 


first half-century, sorely needs the guid- 
ance of an established winner. 


That the mini will get in Tom Porter 


— a dedicated preacher of self-discipline 
and responsibility. 


Cinder-fellas ivorked hard for finals 


White Sox Park Is just south of down- 


town Chicago on the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway. 


Using that site as a point of reference, 


this is the way to find the home of the 
new state basketball champions — the 
Hindi Huskies. 


Shoot south on the Ryan about four 


miles and make a sharp left cut at the 
fork In the road. Fastbreak southeast on 
the Chicago Skyway about two miles and 
dribble off the nearest exit.

School, home of the state's No. 2 team — 
the Indians. 


Approximately three football fields

Despite Its age. the 
spacious Basketball arena Is dry and 
brightly lighted. 


Watching the state high school tourna- 


ment last weekend, the black versus 
white aspect of the championship game 
was obvious. 


Somebody said that he wanted to see 


Hirsch win because the "New Trier rich 
kids attended special basketball camps 
every summer which made them so 
good." 


Just what were the differences in back- 


ground of these two "Cinder-fella" teams 
t h a t stunned all the experts at 
Champaign? 


Trying for a phone interview with the 


head coaches was something else again. 


John Schneiter appeared to be the 


easiest to reach since his team finished 
second. Looking through several phone 
directories, the only John Schneiter pop- 
ped up in — unbelievably — Arlington 
Heights. That wasn't THE John Schnei- 
ter. His number wasn't listed. 


A driver education instructor for the 


New Trier school district, Schneiter was 
naturally out In a training car each time 
I called. Fortunately, a pep ratty Monday 
afternoon brought him back to the school 
and to a "please call" note. 


"I get tired bearing about this north- 


shore rich kids stuff," said Schneiter. 
"Some of our kids don't nave any more 
money than some of the Hirsch kids do. I 
really think its rotten that everybody 
worries about how much money people 
make in this area." 


Despite the wealth of this area, Sennet- 


tsr was ejsuch *• swtat e«t that there 
were quite a few families making aver- 
age salutes. 


As far as the comment made about 


basketball camps, Schoelter quipped, 
"That's a bunch of baloney! There 
wasDt «Mttd that played ta a basket- 
ball camp."

a group of raw varsity recruits back in 
November. For such a totally in- 
experienced unit, the excellent 16-7 slate 
that they did post had to be a notable 
accomplishment. 


"Yes, I guess in the overall sense it 


was a quite successful year for us," Zig- 
man noted. "But along with the success 
there was some heartbreak mixed in. It 
was a good season but I felt we were 
only a few points away from having a 
great one." 


In the coach's mind, those few points 


separating good from great were posed 
chiefly by just one team — Wheeling. 
With literally hundreds of schools in the 
area for competition, it was Arlington's 
misfortune to go against this one team 


no less than four times during the 
course of the year. 


And on three occasions the Wildcats 


came up winners. One prevented the 
Cards from taking consolation honors at 
the Centralia Christmas gathering, a sec- 
ond interrupted an unbeaten conference 
campaign and a third wiped Zigman's 
group out of regional action. 


These three setbacks coupled with a 


loss at Prospect in the MSL champion- 
ship playoff — all four by a total of just 
14 points — were the difference between 
brightness and brilliance for Arlington's 
youthful club. 


The fact that this contingent came into 


contention for anything was noteworthy 
considering their lack of experience at 
the beginning of the year. Two of Zig- 
man's starters were subs who had ac- 
counted for only 40 points between them 
the previous season. Another pair were 
fresh up from the jayvees without any 
varsity mileage at all and the fifth — 
Brian Gaare — was a walkon without 
even a lower level background. 


"Brian was one of the real pleasant 


surprises this year," Zigman com- 
mented. "He fit in quickly and made a 
major contribution all season. I know we 
wouldn't have gone as far as we did 
without him." 


Gaare wound up among the top 30 


scorers in the circuit with a 10.3 mark, 
was the 13th best rebounder and led 
the league in field goal accuracy. The 
two other varsity newcomers meanwhile, 
Dan Donahue and Jeff Cleveland, team-

ed with Gaare to give the Cards one of 
the strongest front lines around. 


Donahue and Cleveland were both 


among the MSL's top 10 board men and 
Donahue ranked 10th on the scoring list 
and Cleveland 16th. 


In the back court Jim Stull and Bob 


Burnt came on like grizzled vets. Stall, at 
12.3 points per game, gave Arlington an 
outside threat and teamed with the front 
liners to provide the team with four play- 
ers scoring in double figures. 


Bunn, in a playmaker role, wound up 


fourth in the conference in assists along 
with becoming one of the better shooting 
guards around. 


Coupled with this productive quintet 


were another pair of youngsters Zigman 
never hesitated to use during the course 
of the season. 
And Steve Lough- 


man and Jerry DeSimone responded well 
enough to make prospects for the future 
even brighter. 


"If the past season is any yardstick for 


measuring our capabilities next winter, I 
have to be encouraged," the Card pilot 
speculated. "We'll be losing our two 
starting guards, but Steve and Jerry 
have gained enough experience this sea- 


son to be able to take over these posi- 
tions without much difficulty." 


And up front Zigman need only find a 


replacement for Gaare which shouldn't 
be too much of a task. In the wings are a 
couple of young brothers who have al- 
ready exhibited considerable potential at 
the lower levels and both are good sized 
and getting bigger. 


One is 6-6 Terry Donahue, brother of 


Dan, 
and the other is no less than 


Brian's kid brother Dennie, 6-3 and like 
Terry a sophomore this year. 


If Loughman and DeSimone think they 


have their future berths nailed down al- 
ready, they may be surprised since Zig- 
man has at least three other guards look- 
ing for a starting shot next year in- 
cluding Jay Colloton, Doug Doppke and 
sophomore John Yeazel. 


"We gave a good accounting of our- 


selves this year and even though there 
were some disappointments, the fact that 
a lot of the kids will be back to benefit 
from them makes me fairly optimis- 
tic. We weren't great this year but I 
think we're got an excellent opportunity 
to be next time around."

The Doctor Says...by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 
Looking for 'quick' way to lose weight? There's none 


on 4 —5 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I read your column 


dally with much interest. You've an- 
swered a great number of questions that 
have arisen in my mind. I am a super- 
visor of a region for a national weight- 
losing organization. Naturally I'm inter- 
ested in *ny articles I find on weight. 


Recently there has been an increase in 


this area of doctors who limit their prac- 
tice to weight control. 


In most instances they give their 


patients shoU. The patients have told me 
that It is a hormone from the urine of a 
pregnant woman. The patients are also 
put on low calorie diets. 


I'm asked about this practice by mem- 


bers of our weight-losing club and since I 
have no medical knowledge except what 
I read I can in no way answer these 
people. Can you help me? I would be so 
grateful. 


Dear Reader — First let me say that 


I'm familiar with the purposes and activ- 
ities of the organization that you repre- 


sent. I know that this organization has 
done an excellent job and has helped a 
lot of people lose weight successfully. In 
so doing they have helped a lot of people 
to improve their health status. 


Yes, one hormone that b sometimes 


used is from pregnant urine. It has some 
action similar to hormones from the pi- 
tuitary gland. It is thought to help moW- 
lite fat stores in the body. 


I am not enthusiastic about adminis- 


tering hormones for weight control un- 
less there Is definite medical evidence of 
a hormone imbalance. One can take ex- 
cessive amounts of thyroid hormones to 
the point that they have toxic reactions 
and this can help to cause weight reduc- 
tion but it is not a desirable practice. 


Most patients who are overweight have 


no medical indication that warrants giv- 
ing any additional medicines. 


Many drugs have been used to curb the 


appeUUte and it is now becoming more 


generally accepted that, even though 
these have been prescribed by physi- 
cians, they are of very little me in help- 
ing patients lose weight In some in- 
stances they curb the appetite but the 
final result in weight loss is the amount 
of calories consumed related to the 
amount of calories used from dairy activ- 
ity. 


ANOTHER ADVANTAGE to learning 


to alter one's eating habits and exercise 
habits so that obesity is eliminated is 
that this is also the route to preventing 
its recurrence without becoming depend- 
ent on fad diets and gimmicks. Pre- 
vention of obesity is a lifetime effort 
which Involves really a much better 
knowledge of nutrition than most of our 
people seem to have, combined with ap- 


plying these prinoipales, and then re- 
maining physically active. 


Most people don't really appreciate 


how many additional calories they are 
adding to their diet by the addition of 
even small amounts of sweets and fats 
for seasoning and cooking purposes. 


If the vast majority of people would 


sharply curtail their excess use of fats 
and sweets in the diet and foods which 
contain large amounts of fats and 
sweets, then combine this with adequate 
amounts of physical activity regularly, 
not just as a sporadic crash effort, there 
would be a lot fewer people who -have 
any problems of obesity.

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The Doctor Says...by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 
Looking for 'quick' way to lose weight? There's none 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I read your column 


daily with much interest. You've an- 
swered a great number of questions that 
have arisen in my mind. I am a super- 
visor of a region for a national weight- 
losing organization. Naturally I'm inter- 
ested in any articles I find on weight. 


Recently there has been an increase in 


this area of doctors who limit their prac- 
tice to weight control. 


In moat instance* they give their 


patients shots. The patients have told me 
that it is a hormone from the urine of a 
pregnant woman. The patients are also 
put on low calorie diets. 


I'm asked about this practice by mem- 


bers of our weight-losing club and since I 
have no medical knowledge except what 
I read I can in no way answer these 
people. Can you help me? I would be so 
grateful. 


Dear Reader — First let me say that 


I'm familiar with the purposes and activ- 
ities of the organization that you repre- 


sent. I know that this organization has 
done an excellent job and has helped a 
lot of people lose weight successfully. In 
so doing they have helped a lot of people 
to improve their health status. 


Yes, one hormone that is sometimes 


used is from pregnant urine. It has some 
actions similar to hormones from the pi- 
tuitary gland. It is thought to help mobi- 
lize fat stores in the body. 


I am not enthusiastic about adminis- 


tering hormones for weight control un- 
less there is definite medical evidence of 
a hormone imbalance. One can take ex- 
cessive amounts of thyroid hormones to 
the point that they have toxic reactions 
and this can help to cause weight reduc- 
tion but it is not a desirable practice. 


Most patients who are overweight have 


no medical indication that warrants giv- 
ing any additional medicines. 


Many drugs have been used to curb the 


appetttite and it is now becoming more 


generally accepted' that, even though 
these have been prescribed by physi- 
cians, they are of v ,ry little use in help- 
ing patients lose weight In some in- 
stances they curb the appetite but the 
final result in weight loss is the amount 
of calories consumed related to the 
amount of calories used from daily activ- 
ity. 


ANOTHER ADVANTAGE to learning 


to alter one's eating habits and exercise 
habits so that obesity is eliminated is 
that this is also the route to preventing 
its recurrence without becoming depend- 
ent on fad diets and gimmicks. Pre- 
vention of obesity is a lifetime effort 
which involves really a much better 
knowledge of nutrition than most of our 
people seem to have, combined with ap- 


plying these principals, and then re- 
maining physically active. 


Most people don't really appreciate 


how many additional calories they are 
adding to their diet by the addition of 
even small amounts of sweets and fats 
for seasoning and cooking purposes. 


If the vast majority of people would 


sharply curtail their excess use of fats 
and sweets in the diet and foods which 
contain targe amounts of fats and 
sweets, then combine this with adequate 
amounts of physical activity regularly, 
not just as a sporadic crash effort, there 
would be a lot fewer people who -have 
any problems of obesity.

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The environment: 
Ecology groups rip Walker's choice

CONFLICT OP INTEREST in GOT. 


Daniel Walker's appointment of Roger 
Seaman to fill a vacancy on the Illinois 
P o l l u t i o n Control Board has been 
charged by 10 environmental groups. 
They're hoping to spark withdrawal of 
the appointment, or opposition to the 
move when it conies up for Senate con- 
firmation. Walker has been mum on the 
subject since it was brought up weeks 
•go. 


No one publicly doubts Seaman's quali- 
fications - he's served as assistant to 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District presi- 
dent for several years. The problem 
arises in the federal Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) requirements for 
granting state control of waste discharge 
permits. 


"We are trying to draw attention to the 


difficulties this will cause in the state un- 
der the new federal water bill," said 
Mrs. Lee Botts. executive of the Lake 
Michigan Federation. States must submit 
plans for their control of the waste dis- 
charge program to the federal EPA for 
approval. 


One of the EPA yardsticks is whether 


there Is a conflict of interest in the state 
regulatory agency. As an IPCB member, 
Seaman would be allowed to vote on the 
permit application of his former employ- 
er, the MSD. This conflicts with current 
EPA regulations. 


"Perhaps this publicity will cause a re- 


sponse by the governor. All the parties in 
the announcement share a concern for 
the lack of leadership in environmental 
issues in the Walker administration," 
Mrs. Botts said. 


A PRICE MUST be paid for ethics leg- 


islation, commented Steven Klein. He 
represents two other groups opposing 
Seaman's appointment, the Independent 
Voters of Illinois and the Environmental 
Lawyer's Clinic. Distinguishing the regu- 
lator from the regulated is the aim of the 


EPA requirement, he said, and in some 
cases this could mean pollution control 
experts wilt be disqualified from regu- 
latory positions. 


Walker may be waiting for a court test 


of the constitutionality of EPA regu- 
lations, said Klein, a plan be considers 
irresponsible. Illinois is the only Lake 
Michigan state which has not received 
interim EPA approval of its permit plan. 
Litigation would cause further delays. 


Joining In the opposition to the appoint- 


ment are: The Illinois Planning and Con- 
servation League, the Illinois Paddling 
Council, the Great Lakes chapter of the 
Sierra Club, the Clean Air Coordinating 
Committee, Students for Environmental 
Concerns (an Vrbana group), the Health 
Organization to Preserve the Environ- 
ment (a University of Illinois medical 
school group) and the Open Lands Proj- 
ect. 


BOTH SIDES will have their say on 


the issue of nuclear power — safe or un- 
safe at a public meeting slated In Pala- 
tine. Set for 7:30 p.m. April 19, the ses- 
sion will be held in Room 242 of Building 
A on the Harper College campus.

licensing of nearby Zion nuclear gener- 
ating station begin next week. The meet- 
ing is one of aseries on the topic.

In- 
cluded in the program will be Peter Van 
Noort, of Commonwealth Edison Co.; 
Elmer Lewis, professor of nuclear engi- 
neering at Northwestern University and 
consultant to Edison; Jacob DuMelle, a 
member of the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board; and Richard Lewis, editor of the 
Bulletin of Atomic Scientists and author 
of the book, "Nuclear Power Rebellion.'!

Prison test may prove 
cancer inoculation works 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - An ex- 


periment on 160 Ohio penitentiary in- 
mates 17 years ago may prove it is pos- 
sible to permanently "inoculate" a per- 
son against cancer, the president of the 
American Cancer Society said. 


The prisoners were injected with live 


human cancer cells during a short-term 
project. None developed cancer at the 
time and the 40 who have been contacted 
recently report they are disease-free. 


Dr. Arthur James, a member of the 


team that Initiated the research project 
and now president of the cancer society, 
said he is trying to contact all 160 former 
inmates to find out about their health. 


"We know that in the general popula- 


tion, one in four persons will develop 
cancer during his lifetime," James said. 


He said "I think we'd get terrifically 


excited" if none of the volunteers devel- 
oped cancer, or if just a few did. 


JAMES SAID THE research carried 


out at the state prison here in the 1950s 
was unique in that subjects without pre- 


vious cancer growths were used. 


"What we were trying to do 17 years 


ago was to stimulate the normal Individ- 
ual against ever developing the disease," 
James said. "The original intent of the 
experiments was to see if a person who 
did not have cancer would kill cancer. 
We fouad that he would." 


Millions of live human cancer cells 


were injected into each of the 160 in- 
mates, and in nearly all cases the cancer 
cells produced a growth at the in- 
jection site which later disappeared. 
Some men were then given a second in- 
jection, which produced a smaller nodule 
that disappeared even more quickly. 


However, James cautioned that even if 


all 160 men are contacted, "nothing sig- 
nificant" could be reported at this time 
because research on humans takes al- 
most a life span. 


"But if in the next 15 to 20 years, these 


men did not develop cancer growths, we 
would have found one more way of treat- 
ing cancer patients — perhaps success- 
fully," be said.

SONIC BOOMS are banned. As an- 


nounced this week by the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration, this measure will 
prohibit most supersonic flight by civil 
aircraft over the U.S. and its territorial 
waters.

90 countries worked out an agreement to 
regulate international trade in endanger- 
ed plant and animal species. Ranging 
from leopards to butterflies, the endan- 
gered species list should curb this import 
and export market. 


COOPERATION COULD pay off. So- 


viet and American environmental ex- 
perts hammered out an agreement to 
form a joint working group on water pol- 
lution prevention and sludge disposal 
problems. It's part of an agreement to 
study the effects of big cities on water 
quality. 


American techniques in recycling in- 


dustrial waste and Soviet know-how in 
using sludge and sewage effluent for land 
reclamation will be shared. 


Dr. John Buckley, deputy director of 


the federal Environmental Protection 
Agency's office of research, said scien- 
tists will exchange visits and information 
aimed at protecting Lake Baikal in the 
Soviet Union and the Great Lakes in the 
U.S. and Canada. Together, these lakes 
contain almost 40 per cent of the world's 
lake water. Lake Tahoe on the Califor- 
nia-Nevada border will also be observed. 


APPLICATIONS FOR waste water dis- 


charge are being accepted by the EPA 
from the communities of under 10,000 
population which operate public waste- 
water treatment facilities. The program 
applies in Illinois, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Indiana and Ohio.

Goisonne: ancient Oriental art revived 


Cloisonne, (pronounced kkd'-zo-na') is 


an ancient oriental art practiced exten- 
sively by the French beginning some- 
where around the Ma Century and liter- 
ally meant to partition. It is the separa- 
ting of various colored glass enamels by 
means of metal barriers to form a pre- 
conceived pattern. Not too unlike the 
principle of a miniature stained glass, 
leaded window. 


In researching this particular art form 


I had to rely on the generosity of the M 
Co. of San demente, Calif., for an initial 
description of the process since they are 
responsible for Introducing a modern 
concept of this art to the coin and stamp 
industries. The explanation was accom- 
panied by one of the most colorful repro- 
ductions of a U.S. postage stamp I have 
seen to date. 


A black-and-white photograph can 


hardly do Justice to a beautiful U S. Air- 
port Center Inverted 24-cent stamp print- 
ed in carmine rose with a blue Curtiss 
"Jenny" Biplane, but the cloisonne re- 
production with lettering, numerals and 
border In a proof silver finish is most 
attractive. 


Because of the design Intricacies it is 


impossible to mass produce multi-or 
single-color cloisonne. Consequently, 
each piece, regardless of Its she, design 
or number of colors, must be

configuration in the design had to be 
struck in a way that would allow a natu- 
ral separation between colors, sh&i v to 
individual compartments divided by min- 
iature walls of exposed metal. 


Color is the key element. Each color 


called for in the original is created by 
applying a paste of colored glass and wa- 
ter to each cavity with an artist's spa- 
tula. The object is then subjected to ex- 
treme kiln heats and a prolonged cooling 
period to assure a permanent bonding of 
glass and metal. 


In the final operation, the excess glass 


Is abrasively buffed off and polished until 
all metal and glass surfaces are per- 
fectly smooth. If, on close examination, 
no voids or minute fissures show up In 
the glass areas, the entire piece is given 
a final glaze finish.

In spite of the popularity of the new 


self-storing storm 
and screen com- 


binations, for most people spring re- 
mains the time when you haul the 
screens out of storage and put them up 
for the summer. 


Even though warm weather is some 


time away, you should think about the 
chore. Once the weather has turned hot 
is not time to be sweating it out with 
storm windows still in place while you 
get the screens in shape. 


Check screens now to be certain they 


are ready for hanging. Check to see if 
they are clean, if they need painting. 


CLEANING IS generally enough. An 


accumulation of winter dust can be elim- 
inated with soap and water and a stiff 
brush. Thorough rinsing is important. 
Pick a day when you can work outdoors 
and do the rinsing with a garden hose 


Examine frames for flaking or peeling 


paint. It's easier to repaint them when 
the screens are down and easy to reach 
than when they are up and in place. Use 
regular house paint or varnish. 


Before you paint the frames, check the 


joints for tightness. If they seem loose, 
reinforce them with angle irons or the 
kind of special corner braces made for 
screens. 


Corrugated fasteners or wood screws 


will repair a raitered joint that has be- 
come slightly loose. 


AS FOR PAINTING the screen wire 


itself, this 'has become less often done 
with the coming of aluminum and glass 
fiber screening. Neither should be paint- 


ed. Neither needs it since they are not 
subject to rusting. 


Bronze and copper screening do not 


need painting for toe same reason — in 
theory. 


But bronze can stain your house, so it's 


a good idea to coat it with a pre- 
servative. Clean tte screen first, then 
coat with a good quality spar varnish. 


Galvanized screening — there's still 


some around — needs painting just about 
every other season. Again, clean first. 
Then use regular screen enamel and thin 
it well. 


THERE ARE special applicators to 


make (he job easier or you can make 
your own by tacking a piece of carpeting 
on a wood block. 


Paint both sides of the screen. Keep 


the holes open in the mesh by poking 


with a nail or tooth pick as you paint 


Easier yet is using a paint spray. Tar 


job will go faster and you won't dog the 
mesh Work outside on a quiet day. 


Small breaks and notes should be re- 


paired before they get bigger. Use scrape, 
of screening or special patches available 
at most hardware stores. Use a patch 
larger than the hole. 


Unravel a few wires along each edge 


of the patch and bend the wires at right, 
angles. Apply the patch and crimp thr 
wires on the opposite side of the screen. 


Do not mix metals. Patches of glass 


fiber, however, can be used on any 
screen material.

"My sausage recipe is fairly basic,"

Casings can be purchased at most 


chain stores, but if you don't have a staf- 
fer, the sausage may be formed into a 
roll and sliced as needed. It should set a 
day or two for the flavor to mature, and 
will keep a week or longer in the refrig- 
erator. It also freezes well. 


"It tastes much fresher than the com- 


mercial variety, is more economical, and

"It may be served 
with eggs or pancakes, and is also jolly 
on hamburger buns," he said. 


His mother, also, was a superb cook 


who made German dishes that were 
simple yet tasty. He remembered her 
Rouladen so attempted to duplicate it, 
adding a few French touches of his own 
He calls it Rouladen a la Dr. Fosher, and 
prefers to keep the Dr. Fosher a matter 
of mystery. 


The rouladen is a version of beef rolls 


— pieces of round steak rolled up with 
bacon, onion and mushroons tucked in- 
side 
After browning, Fritz 
simmers 


them in wine and stock with bouquet 
garni 


Even better when made in advance, 


Fritz spoons the savory sauce over the 
rouladen and broad noodles, and serves 
red cabbage as an accompaniment. He 


suggests German beer or chilled red 
Rhine wine as a beverage. 


A gourmet specialty which he prepares 


only on very festive occasions is called 
Eggs Romanoff, an elegant dish for a 
luncheon dr late night supper on a hot 
summer's day. It's a recipe a gourmet 
would like to serve more often if his 
pockettmok would permit! 


It consists of hard cooked eggs filled 


with cavier and placed on tomato slices 
over a bed of shredded lettuce and sur- 
rounded with pieces of cold, boiled lob- 
ster. UK final touch is a cucumber 
dressing made with whipped cream 
which is drizzled ova* all. Fritz serves it 
with hot toast spread with lemon butter. 


For dessert he suggests Melon a la 


Ray Mills, named for a close friend and 
fellow culinary enthusiast. Fritz devised 
it on the spur of the moment, simply 
sprinkling a scant teaspoon of creme de 
menthe on narrow slices of chilled honey 
dew melon. It's a refreshing finale for 
the Eggs Romanoff or any summertime 
meal. 


Fritz is constantly in quest of a new 


taste and loves to experiment with food, 
yet many other activities vie for his 
time. Photography and art history are 


vhls primary interests, and be makes his 
own teaching aids. He is working to- 
wards his master's degree at the In- 
stitute of Design at IIT, designs and 
builds his own furniture, is a classical 
music buff and collects old radios, phono- 
graphs and tape recordings of old radio 
shows. He also likes to play chess with 
Fay, and to be with his children, Klee, 8 
and Mai, 2, as much as possible

1 pound lean pork 


Vi> pound pork fat

Utilize the natural sections of round 


steak to cut pieces about 3 by 5 inches 
in size. Cut off excess fat. Thoroughly 
tenderize with tenderizing mallet. 


After flattening steak, brush on a small 


amount of vinegar. Salt and pepper to 
taste Lay a half slice bacon on each 
piece lengthwise Sprinkle on mushrooms 
with chopped onion. Roll up and skewer 
with toothpicks or tie with string. 


Heat lard in a Dutch oven to brown the 


salt pork or bacon. After it is browned, 
remove from pan. Then brown the roula- 
den well 


Drain off excess fat. Add the chopped 


shallot and 2 tablespoons flour. Mix well 
with a wooden spoon. Place in a pre- 
heated 350 degree oven for approximate- 
ly 15 minutes until flour becomes golden 
brown Watch so it doesn't burn. 


Remove from oven; add wine and 


stock. Be sure meat is covered with liq- 
uid Add bouquet garni; bring to a 
boil on the stove. Reduce heat to sim- 
mer, cover, and let cook slowly for ap- 
proximately 30 minutes. Uncover and 
cook an additional 30 to 60 minutes. 


Remove meat to serving dish and cor- 


rect seasoning in sauce by adding salt 
and pepper to taste. If cooked slowly, 
sauce should be a medium consistency. 
Serves 4 amply. Serve with broad 
noodles and red cabbage.

Preparing kabobs is fun. offers oppor- 


tunity for variety in meal planning and 
brings to the table a delicious and attrac- 
tive main course. 


Our most recent adventure was pork 


kabobs and we used a relatively in- 
expensive pork cut, fresh boston butt. 
You'll also need 1 cup barbecue sauce, 1 
large green pepper, 6 fresh mushrooms, 
and 1 tomato per serving 


First make barbecue sauce. In a small 


saucepan blend 2 tablespoons vegetable 
oil, H cup finely chopped onions, H cup 
catsup, "4 teaspoon salt. 3 tablespoons 
brown sugar, 2 tablespoons lemon juice

From a 2-pound boston butt cut 12 


cubes of rather lean pork and save the 
bone and remaining meat for other pur- 
poses Boston butt or shoulder is espe- 
cially good for the kabobs because it con- 
tains streaks of fat and will not tend to 
become dry as leaner pork might do. 


Put the cubes into a flat dish and pour 


over the barbecue sauce. Let stand for 1 
hour. Remove meat from the sauce and 
string It on skewers allowing space in 
between the cubes so cooking can be 
even. Pour remaining sauce back into 
pan and reheat for basting. 


Kabobs may be done indoors or out- 


doors These I did inside and placed the 
rack so that the kabobs were 4 inches 
from the broiler Broil 25 to 30 minute* in 
all, turning every 5 minutes and brushing 
with the hot sauce 


On additional skewers, place alternate- 


ly 4 each of fresh mushrooms, quarters 
of green pepper, and quarters of tomato 
(or whole cherry tomatoes). 


For the last 10-12 minutes of broiling 


time for the meat, add the skewers hold- 
ing the vegetables to the rack and brush 
lightly with the barbecue sauce Turn 
when you turn the meat during final 
stages of cooking and baste 


Heat serving plates and when kabobs 


are done use a fork to remove meat and 
vegetables from the skewers onto plates, 
arranging attractively Top with radish 
roses or celery curls if desired. 


These are very tasty and 2 hungry 


adults consumed all I've described so 
plan accordingly.

The V S. Department of Agriculture 


(USDA) is seeking consumer comments 
on a revised proposal to establish new 
standards for the composition and label- 
ing of hot dogs and similar cooked saus- 
ag>». 


The new proposal would permit the 


production of three categories of frank- 
furters and similar cooked sausages. 


One category would include products 


made only from skeletal meat, which 
could include up to IS per cent poultry 
meat, and the normal ingredients such 
as water, sweeteners, and curing sub- 
stances needed for proper processing. 
Such products would be labeled with the 
traditional generic 
name, such 
as 


" f r a n k f u r t e r , " 
"bologna," 


"knockwurst," etc. 


A second category of products could be 


made of these same ingredients, plus 
meat byproducts — referred to as hearts, 
tongues, spleens, tripe, etc., and poultry 
products. These would have to be dis- 
tinctly labeled, as for example, "frank- 
furters, with byproducts" or alternative- 
ly, "frankfurters with variety meats" 
with all terms equally prominent. Each 
byproduct used would be specifically 
named in the list of ingredients (as is 
presently required.) 


The third category would cover prod- 


ucts made with either of the above for- 
mulas, plus up to 3.5 per cent nonmeat 
binders such as nonfat dry milk, cereal, 
and dried whole milk, or 2 per cent iso- 
lated soy protein. These products like- 
wise would be required to be dis- 
tinctively labeled, such as "frankfurters 
w i t h byproducts, nonfat dry milk 
added," and include the binders in their 
proper order in the list of ingredients.

USDA has also proposed a change in 


Federal food labeling regulations to per- 
mit the "open dating" of meat and 
poultry products. 


At the same time consumers are asked 


to submit, before May 21, views on the 
proposal to determine which kind of open 
dating technique is best understood by 
the public and would therefore eliminate 
confusion. 


Generally speaking, open dating refers 


to the practice of putting a calendar date 
on the package of a product — rather 
than a code number — to indicate fte 
freshness of the product. 


Such dates sometimes represent the 


date a product was processed . . . the 
date when fresh meat was cut up into 
retail cuts, the "pull" date, meaning the 
last day a product should be left on the 
retail store shelf to insure Its continued 
freshness . . . or, the last date a con- 
sumer can reasonably expect to use the 
product in her home with full assurance 
of its quality or wholesomeness. 


The proposed regulation would require 


that — if an "open date" is used on a 
meat or poultry product label — a calen- 
dar date must be used in conjunction 
with a qualifying statement that clearly 
indicates the meaning of that date — i.e., 
"date processed" or "do not sell after .. 
» 
In addition, USDA is asking consumers 


to indicate what kind of qualifying state- 
ment would be most meaningful and sub- 
ject to the least misunderstanding or 
miscalculation.

USDA, Washington, D.C. 20250, before 
May 21.

Salmon is also rich in nlacin, riboflavln 


and other B group vitamins, which help 
to prevent other deficiency diseases, in- 
cluding pellegra, a disease common in 
some parts of the country where people, 
from choice or necessity, confine them- 
selves to a limited and ill-chosen diet. 


Essentially, the same nutritive ele- 


ments are contained in each of the five 
varieties of canned salmon. The princi- 
pal variation is the amount of oil pre- 
sent, which influences the calorie content 
of the individual can. The fats, however, 
are unsaturated. and recent research 
studies indicate that fish oils not only do 
dot contribute to hardening of the ar- 
teries, but actually act to prevent this 
condition.

You have to know two things, Caroline 


- the size of the tank and the kind of 
piping going from kitchen to tank. The 
board of health usually has this Informa- 
tion on file. If the sizes are too small, 
forget it. If everything checks out well, 
go ahead. 


Yes, you would have to have the tank 


cleaned oftener, but this is a minimal 
(and not highly expensive) item. If the 
laterals were installed properly, there is 
no reason why they should be Involved. 


While you're checking, one thing you 


ought to do is send five cents to the Su- 
perintendent of Documents, U.S. Print- 
ing Office, Washington, 25, D.C., and ask 
for "Public Health Service Publication 
No. 73 - Septic Tank Care."

They are 3%- 
inch nails, very reasonable and found in 
kitchenware departments.

World events influence 
home decorating trends

NEW YORK (UPI) - The hot pinks 


and phosphorescent oranges, the ioteoN 
MUM and brilliant greens prevalent on 
tlw bone decorating scene In recent- 
years are coding now to Ugh pastel* and 
before tag tlw earth colon will take 
over the scene. 


Thfa li the prediction of Jack Dent, 


Chicago artiftHtaigner who says world 
events can shadow or highlight the spect- 
rum of colors in the home. 


Denst predicted the Vietnam cease-fire 


would result In the trend-setting high 
pastels now showing up in home fash- 
Ions. 


Calling the riotous colors of the 1960s 


"a strident counterpoint to the revolu- 
tionary spirit and explosive behavior 
pattern of the period," Denst said the 
pastels of the 1970s will "cool the scene, 
offering newly serene environment of 
color." 


Throughout history, he points out, the 


events which impressed or amused the 
populace were reflected in home decora- 
tion. From the 18th century excavation of 
the doomed city of Pompeii, which re- 
sulted in popularity for "Pompelian 
red," to the China clipper trade which 
brought shining lacquer reds and blacks 
to western homes, color Indicates reac- 
tion to the news of the day. Design, too, 
says Denst, reflects the mood — merry 
or morose — aad In the former gayer 
spirit homes often were decorated with 
the symbols of the 1880 Ouija Board or 
the triumphant North Pole expedition in 
1909.

rooue" period In the tote 17th century 
resulted in the Introduction of son tones 
of pink, white and gold. The reign of 
Queen Victoria, when an empire was 
showing muscle and enjoying wide-flung 
trade, an era of opulence ushered hi the 
velvets and rosewood, the deep reds, 
dark green and gold. The Edwardian 
era, placid and prosperous, encouraged 
the use of white, soft green and black. 


The "Art Noveau" movement, bol- 


stered by flower-child Oscar Wilde, not 
only struggled against Industry domi- 
nance of home decoration, but actively 
nurtured the now flowing lines of nature, 
the quiet yellows, rose and lavender. 


In America in the 1920s, Denst recalls, 


the "war to end war" memories were 
stifled by pink and lavender, and home 
owners took to white-washed walls with a 
bit of bluing in the mixture. Newly de- 
veloped casein paints were Introduced at 
the great World's Fair hi Chicago In 1933 
and color bloomed once again — bright 
yellows and oranges. 


WORLD War II wiped out color: even 


packaging colors "went to war." At the 
end of the color drought, forest green, 
shocking pink, lipstick red and • series 
of fad colors — chartreuse or pink-and- 
charcoal-flooded interiors starved for col- 
or excitement 


In the mid-1950s, sated with color, the 


scene went white. Natural materials 
such as grasaclotfa and brick white, of 
course became popular overnight. 


A decade rampant with riots, drugs 


scenes and a social revolution the 1980s 
also saw space and lunar exploration. 
Thus, says Denst, in the middle of 
mind-boggling reds, yellows, intense 
blues and bold green, came the clear 
gleam of silver, inspired by technical ad- 
vancements. 


Interior design, Denst says, reacts to 


an event of world-shaking importance 
such as President Nixon's visit to China 
which resulted In an upsweep of Oriental 
colors and designs. 


What's behind Denst's forecast for a 


soon to emerge solid trend in the earth 
colors? The public's serious involvement 
with ecology, of course. 


"Under new management" Is the dif- 


ference at the 1973 Chicago World Flower 
and Garden Show at McConnkk Place 
this year. 


And, I think the change is refreshing. 


Gone is the lavish preview bash for the 
North Shore society matrons and horti- 
cultural world in-crowd. Gone are some 
of the flamboyant, money-iano object 
commercial exhibits. 


There is no horticultural snobbery at 


this year's flower show. Instead, there 
are lots of mini-gardens sponsored by ev- 
eryone from Hart, Sbaffner and Marx to 
the Chicago Defender newspaper, 'and 
everyone is welcome. So what if the con- 
nection with flowers is non-existent? The 
landscapers take care of the floral end of 
It anyway, and this time of year it helps 
keep them off me unemployment rolls. 


THERE IS more of an intimacy, In- 


stead of a competition, among exhibitors. 
There are lots of ideas to get home- 
owners in the mood for planting and re- 
novation. 


One exhibit features a tropical garden 


with aralias, crotons, palms and a bam- 
boo-enclosed pool with baskets of flowers 
drooling down from a thatched hut. The 
"placement committee" saw fit to stage 
this exhibit right across the aisle from 
the snow scene of the First National 
Bank of Chicago. (Confidentially, men, 
your hiemal exhibit is lovely, but I've 
had enough of winter!) 


A wall of espaliered plants (azaleas, 


camelias, ivy, fruit trees) along with the 
Austin High School's Green Thumb Club 
creative recycling exhibit, are special 
points of interest. 


These high schoolers used old car parts 


as planters, made a junkyard sculpture 
and used an old Volkswagen body as a 
backdrop for showing off the posies they 
grew in their school greenhouse. 


DON'T MISS the locals if you go to the 


show — Marion Jordan School, Rolling 
Meadows High School, Plum Grove 
School, Winston Churchill School in a 


shared booth, as well as Diane's Terra- 
riums of Arlington Heights. 


My favorite exhibit was the knot gar- 


den of Mrs. Albert Farwel (Chicago's 
herb expert). Her gardener {John Pa- 
dour of Lake Forest) used various herbs 
from her estate to create an intricate de- 
sign «s the focal point of planting. It in- 
cluded celandine (used to cure warts), 
aloe (used to heal burns), germander 
(used to heal wounds) and the largest 
blooming rosemary plant (used in cook- 
ing) I have seen for quite some time.

Candidate for trustee 
Reams' goal: work closely 
with youth, village board

Working closely with the youth of the 


community and developing n closer 
working relationship among the village 
board and other organizations were 
among the goals outlined by Donald L. 
Kearns. independent candidate for Buf- 
falo Grove village trustee. 


Kearns, one of 10 candidates running 


for three seats on the village board, re- 
leased his official platform yesterday. 
The election is April 17. 


Currently vice president of Omnl- 


House Youth Services Bureau, Kearns 
said, if elected, he would support further 
development of Omni-House and other 
programs like it. He emphasized the im- 
portance of getting youths "involved in 
meaningful activities." 


Kearns also said he would work to fos- 


ter better cooperation and liaison be- 
tween the village board and the school 
districts, the park district, service organ- 
izations, homeowners' organizations and 
churches in the community. "With more 
effective coordination of these groups we 
have a better chance of achieving our 
common community goals," be said. 


ALONG THE SAME lines, he empha- 


sized the need for the village to work 
closely with neighboring municipalities 
to establish mutual goals. He said this is 
particularly important when dealing with 
developers who want to annex into a giv- 
en village. "This will prevent developers 
from playing one village against the oth- 
er so they can get unusual concessions 
from a village trying to protect its own 
interests," Kearns laid. 


In the area of flood control, Kearns 


said be favored stringent requirements 
on developers seeking annexation into 
the village. "The builder of a home 
which Hoods should be made liable for 
the flood damage and correction of the 


condition which causes flooding," he said. 
Kearns added that he thought a builder 
who has built on land where flooding is a 
problem should be denied building per- 
mits for construction until the flooding is 
corrected. 


Kearns said he favored limiting the 


growth of the village. "We should set our 
sights on an ultimate population of ap- 
proximately 30,000," he said. 


Kearns said he thought the village 


should pursue revenue sharing funds 
from the federal government. He said he 
favors using the funds for "services for 
people." 


Kearns said he thought a trustee 


should listen and respond to the wishes 
of the people. "On any issue a trustee 
should vote in accordance with the views 
of his constituents, even though they 
might conflict with his own views," he 
said.

Girl scouts and boy scouts from local 


troops will act as victims of the disaster, 
Lee said. The youths will be marked with 
tags to show the types of injuries they 
were supposed to have suffered, he 
added. 


Medical teams from the Civil Defense 


unit will be at the scene to simulate first 
aid treatment to the injured. They will 
then be moved to the gymnasium at St. 
Mary's which will represent the hospital. 


Lee explained that hi the event of a 


real disaster the victims would be taken 
to a regular hospital. 


Lee said the Civil Defense has asked 


the American Red Cross to send a truck

Des Plaines City Engineer Robert 


Bowen is expected to release a report 
today recommending solutions to relieve 
area sewer backups in the Terrasal Park 
subdivision. 


Bowen's report will recommend dis- 


connection of downspouts to window 
welb in the subdivision's 188 townhouses 
and severance of drain tiles and sewers. 


The report, authorized by the city 


council Feb. 22, was written late yester- 
day after a door-to-door inspection of the 
townhouses, located northwest of Touby 
and 
Mannheim roads, by Robert 


McKoveck, city plumbing inspector. 


"There are a lot of factors Involved 


here." McKoveck said. "I found that 67 
of the buildings have sump pumps. The 
big problem is flooding of window wells 
where downspouts run into them." 


DES PLAINES building code prohibits 


connection of downspouts to window 
wells. But, the units were constructed in 
the late-1950's before the code was 
adopted, he said. 


City officials have called the 


— including spillage of raw sewage 
lawns and driveways — "an extreme 
health hazard."

a candidate for full accreditation. 


Oakton win have to go through another 


battery of visits by team members, writ- 
ten reports and a hearing. North Central 
will set « date for full accreditation next 
July, said Koehnline, and the process 
should take between two and five years. 


IN ITS VISIT last winter team mem- 


bers criticized teaching, saying lessons 
were poorly planned, and standards of 
academic transfer programs are not up 
to par with university standards in the 
state. The team also questioned whether 
Oakton was placing enough emphasis on 
career and vocational programs consid- 
ering the abundance and variety of in- 
dustries in the college district.

"The first question they will ask 
Is the name of the household head," she 
said.

and residents' race also will be recorded. 


Mrs. Kuhlmann and five other Census 


Bureau full-time employes will complete 
an unofficial count from the results be- 
fore sending information sheets to a com- 
puter in JeffersonviDe, Ind. 


According to the team, Oakton's big-

to raise academic standards and reduce 
the number of high grades given to stu- 
dents. The college is seeking another 
staff member for the library to make 
books more available to students, he 
said. 


Koehnline said the college plans to es- 


tablish several new career programs at 
the college in the next four years and the 
college board of trustees Jast week ap- 
proved a five-year plan for the devel- 
opment of these programs. Koehnline

Cycle gongs 
pose special 
police hassle

The arrest of several motorcycle gang 


members, charged with the brutal beat- 
ing of a suspected woman informer, haa 
brought to light a problem that some- 
times faces police in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Officers from three departments ar- 


rested seven gang members including 
two women and a juvenile girl late Tues- 
day in a raid on a house at 724 W. Oak- 
ton St., Elk Grove Township. The raid 
netted a small arsenal of weapons,'in- 
cluding a machine gun, rifles, pistols, 
knives, chains and ammunition. 


The gang members, all charged with 


aggravated battery in the beating of the 
woman whom they thought to be an in- 
former for a rival gang, belong to the 
Pagan Saints, a motorcycle gang formed 
about three years ago, according to Cook 
County Sheriff's police. 


The gang, as well as other motorcycle 


groups in the area, has been involved in 
several lights and other disorderly con- 
duct incidents in Northwest suburban 
forest preserves. 


The Deer Grove preserve near Pala- 


tine and others in the area have been the 
scene of disturbances involving the Pa- 
gan Saints, other motorcycle gangs, mo- 
torists and picnickers. Other such groups 
in this area include the Old Stylers from 
Elgin and Hell's Henchmen from Ben- 
senville, police said. 


MOTORCYCLE GANG members, po- 


lice say, are a special problem in the 
summers when disturances caused by 
their appearance draw sheriff's tactical 
squad units to the forest preserves to 
keep order. 


Police said the suspected woman in- 


former was beaten Sunday night at the 
Oakton Street address. The gang mem- 
bers are also accused of beating a man 
police identify only as John Elders of 
Niles. 


Elders, who was attacked Sunday near 


Woodfield Mall in Schaumburg, was hos- 
pitalized overnight with broken ribs, cuts 
and bruises. 


The woman, who police refuse to iden- 


tify, suffered a broken wrist and arm 
and numerous cuts and bruises, remains 
hospitalized in Park Ridge. 


Both appeared to have been struck 


repeatedly with chains and clubs, police 
said. 


Charged with aggravated battery in 


the beatings were: Ben Seelye, 20, of 
1116 S. Wilke Rd., Arlington Heights; 
Gary Salzmann, 21, of 1630 N. Ever- 
green, Arlington Heights; Kathleen Lueb- 
bers, 18, of 729 W. Palatine Rd., Pala- 
tine; Mike Pabst, 26, Thomas Fyock, 22, 
Rebecca Dufore, 19, and a 16-year-old 
juvenile girl, all of the 724 Oakton ad- 
dress. 


SEELYE is accused of beating EMers. 


Two other persons are being sought in 
connection with that incident, according 
to Schaumburg police. 


The other six gang members are 


charged with the beating of the woman. 


Bonds have been set at $10,000 each for

Pahl is an independent candidate for 


township highway commissioner. As an 
independent, he has agreed with three 
other independent candidate! on a plat- 
form calling for the abolition of township 
government. 


Pahl said maintenance of unincorpo- 


rated roads within the township could be 
turned over to the county road depart- 
ment "at a small drop in service." He 
said he would be the first to admit that 
residents in the unincorporated areas are 
getting excellent service. 


"In fact, they are now getting almost 


too good a service." said Pahl. 


ACCORDING TO PAWL, the excellent 


services enjoyed by the unincorporated 
residents are a result of the Inequitable 
way township taxes are collected. Only 
10 per cent of the township population 
lives in unincorporated areas. The rest 
live within municipal boundaries. AH 
residents in the township are taxed 
equally, but the bulk of township serv- 
ices are for the unincorporated residents. 


This difference between taxes collected 


and services rendered Is one of the rea- 
sons the independents believe the town- 
ship should be abolished and its services 
t r a n s f e r r e d to other governmental 
agencies 


Pahl. 22, considers highway commis- 


sioner an excellent job to combine his 
educational background and his working 
experience. 


He graduated last June with a bach-

Four Independent candidates for Elk 


Grove Township offices are raising that 
question for the April 3 election as they 
challenge tke Regular Republican slate.

supervisor who will take the place of 20- 
year veteran William Rohlwing, who Is 
retiring.

Alfred Stett 


Alfred Steil is familiar with the roads 


in the area — he had a hand in rebuild- 
ing most of them. 


Steil is the incumbent candidate for 


Elk Grove Township highway commis- 
sioner on the regular Republican slate. 
For 22 years, he has worked for the 
county and state highway departments 
serving the Northwest suburbs. 


Steil, 61, was appointed highway com- 


missioner at the beginning of the year by 
the township board. He replaced Richard 
Bradley who retired after 20 years. 


As commissioner, Steil is in charge of 


a three-man crew and is responsible for 
the maintenance, repair, construction, 
salting and snow plowing of the 22.8 
miles of unincorporated roads in the 
township. He is also responsible for 
budgeting and letting contracts for town- 
ship road work. 


The $174,650 budget for the 1973-74 


township road and bridge fund that Steil 
prepared is more than $1,000 less than 
the current budget. 


ACCORDING TO Steil, the township 


provides better road service at a cheaper 
cost per mile than either the state or 
county highway departments are able to 
do. 


"The township office is centrally lo- 


cated; whenever we get a complaint, we 
can have someone out there quickly," 
said Steil. 


He said the county and state cannot 


respond as quickly because of the large 
area they are required to service. 


One reason the township's costs per 


mile are lower than either the state or 
county is the greater flexibility the town- 
ship has in hiring temporary help, said 
Steil 


"I can hire temporary help by the 


hour; they are paid only when they are 
working. The county has to hire help for 
a minimum of a month, whether or not 
there is work for them to do," said Steil. 


If Steil is reelected, be said he would 
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created races for three township auditor 
positions and tor township highway com- 
missioner. In the auditor races, Larry 
Hintie, Walter Hartley. Wayne Htdt and 
incumbent Bernard Lee fill the Republi- 
can slate. 


Independent auditor candidates are 


Julie Sass, Paul Rettberg and Steven 
Maddock. Independent candidate Larry 
Pahl faces incumbent Alfred Steil for the 
highway commissioner's position. 


Uncontested Republican candidates are 


George R. Busse for clerk, Charles A. 
Hodlmalr for assessor and Arnold Schar- 
ringhausen for collector.

work closely with the public works de- 
partments of the local municipalities on 
coordinating services. 


"IT WOULD BE foolish if I didn't work 


with them or they didn't work with me. 
We have too many problems that should 
be worked out together," said Steil. 


During his 22 years with the county 


and state highway departments, Steil 
was involved with the rebuilding of many 
of the roads in the area, including Land- 
meier Road, Biesterfield Road and De- 
von Avenue. 


"I don't feel there is any problem that 


the township could have with its roads 
that I am not familiar with," said Steil. 


Steil said it felt "funny" to be cam- 


paigning for a job that was basically the 
same as ones he had been hired for in 
the past. 


He was superintendent of the Arlington 


Heights division of the state highway de- 
partment when he agreed to accept the 
township post. He said he was reluctant 
to leave the job with the state, but felt 
the hours were becoming too long for 
him to work. As supervisor he was called 
out at any time of the day or night, often 
for long periods. 


Steil and his wife Bertha live at 1030 


Linneman Rd., Mount Prospect. They 
have five children and 22 grandchildren. 


Richard Hall 


Richard Hall would like to see town- 


ship governments become "mini-coun- 
ties," large enough to handle problems 
but small enough to be close to the 
people and provide good service. 


Hall is the regular Republican organi- 


zation candidate for Elk Grove Township 
supervisor in an uncontested election. He 
is now a township auditor. 


Hall, 47, of 176 W. Dulles Rd., Des 


Plaines, will succeed William Rohiwing 
who is retiring after 20 years as township 
supervisor. 


In recent years, township government 


has lost some of its powers to the county 
and the question has been raised — can 
the township survive? 


"Yes, the townships can survive," said 


Hall. He said there has been a "chipping 
away" of the township's powers, but 
feels the trend is reversing. 


According to Hall, the attack on town- 


ship government comes from the Cook 
County Democratic party, which he said 
believes township government is a power 
base for the suburban Republicans. The 
Democrats would like to eliminate the 
township as a means of expanding their 
organization to the suburbs, he said. 


Hall said the township does not give 


power to the Republicans; rather, the 
strength of the Republican organization 
gives power to the townships. 


"Losing the townships will not weaken 


the Republican organization," said Hall. 


As supervisor, Hall said he would work 


to expand the township's functions and 
powers. He said the townships should be 
"mini-counties" serving their residents 
with all the services of the county gov- 
ernment. The county's role, under his 
plan, would be to coordinate and super- 
vise the various township activities. 


Only about 10 per cent of the town- 


ship's population lives in unincorporated 
areas. Hall said municipal residents re- 
ceive less services from the township 
t h a n residents from unincorporated 
areas, though the tax rate is the same 
for all. He said if Cook County took over 


township functions, all the residents 
would still be paying taxes — probably 
higher ones — because the county is an 
inefficient form of government. 


Hall praised the efficiency and econo- 


my of township government. 


The township budget for 1973-74 has 


about a 10 percent lower tax rate than 
for this year. He predicted that the tax 
rate will continue to drop while the budg- 
et remains steady, because the assessed 
valuation in the township is increasing. 


Hall said two years ago, when the 


township's tax collecting powers were 
taken away, the township bad no funds. 
Tax anticipation warrants were borrow- 
ed to keep the township going. Now the 
warrants have been paid off and the 
township is on a cash basis again, he 
said 


Hall has long been active in politics 


and is assistant committeeman for the 
regular Republican organization in Elk 
Grove Township. 


"I like politics, I look at it as an avoca- 


tion. The day I don't enjoy it or feel I'm 
not giving service, I'll quit and play du- 
plicate bridge," said Hall. 


Hall is a manufacturer's representa- 


tive for a lighting fixture company. He 
and his wife, Dorothy, have been mar- 
ried 25 years and have three children, 
Sharon, Linda and Marianne.

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Homebuyer protection bills introduced in legislature

Local lawmakers are introducing legis- 


lation in the Illinois General Assembly to 
protect homebuyera from some fraudu- 
lent practices and shoddy workmanship 
reported prevalent in the housing In- 
dustry. 


S t a t e R e p . Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights, State Rap. Eugene 
F Schlickman. R-Arlington Heights, and 
State Sen. David Regner, R-Mount Pros- 
pect, all have announced buyer protec- 
tion bills 


As news surfaces that a 117 3 million 


damage suit has bean filed against Kauf- 
man and Broad Homes Inc., by 147 south 
suburban homeowners, the protective 
legislation may provide much needed re- 
lief 


The homeowners' suit, a class action 


for 436 homes, charges the builder failed 
to correct shoddy construction. Earlier, 
Larwin of Illinois, sued for poor con- 
struction by some Hanover Park resi- 


dents, settled with the homeowner by 
agreeing to buy back 70 houses. 


SCHLICKMAN'S bill, introduced last 


week, would require a builder to put up 
cash or bond equal to 10 per cent of the 
cost of construction. Complaints of shod- 
dy workmanship would be satisfied 
through this fund, either through negotia- 
tion with the builder or a court judg- 
flMfit. 


"The bill," Schlickman said, "is based 


on established principles of due process 
and avoids creation of any new local or 
state agency." The local treasurer would 
hold the bonding fund in a non-interest- 
bearing account, deposited at the time 
the building permit is issued. 


Eight legislators are co-sponsoring 


Schlickman's bill. A similar bill was 
killed In committee last year 


The Homebuilders Association is in the 


process of developing a voluntary bond- 
ing program for its members, Schlick- 


man pointed out. However, it has not 
gone into effect as yet and could not be 
applied to nonmembers. 


Robert K Wlddecombe Jr., executive 


vice president of the association, said 
bonding would be up to $100,000 for large 
developers. Liability would be limited to 
workmanship and materials covered by 
a one year warranty. The association op- 
poses any legislation and has described it 
as overkill and mass punishment. 


"I hope by the end of the week to in- 


troduce legislation," Rep. Chapman said. 
Her bill would encompass issues raised 
in a recent Herald series on housing 
fraud and poor workmanship. 


A DISCLOSURE bill, requiring build- 


ers to include written statements in the 
contract on the existence of parks, 
schools, zoning, taxing districts and 
other relevant information was still a 
possibility, she said. 


Legislation that would require the con- 


tract to specify more exactly what de- 
fects are covered by warranty was also 
still under consideration, she added. 


"I've discarded anything requiring 


state licensing or involving the savings 
and loan associations," she said 


In an opposite approach, Regner said 


he is talking of a bill that would involve 
the mortgage house. "I'm contemplating 
having the builder put a deposit 
in 


escrow, in an Interest bearing account, 
held by the mortgage house." 


THE FINANCIAL institution would 


have to sign certifying the construction 
was correct before the money would be 
released, he added. Asked about the po- 


Fund for gypped homeowners asked 


Legislative proposals to provide pay- 


ment of damages for illegal real estate 
practices and to require financial in- 
stitutions to pay Interest on mortgage es- 
crow funds have been Introduced in the 
Illinois General Assembly by two North- 
west suburban legislators. 


Rep Richard A. Walsh, R-Oak Park, 


introduced a measure to create a recov- 
ery fund from which anyone damaged by 
certain acts of real estate brokers could 
be reimbursed up to 110,000, plus 15 per 
cent for costs and attorney fees. The bill 
specifies "panic peddling," "block- 
busting" and discrimination in the sale 
or rental of real estate. 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, is the au- 


thor of the interest proposal. Jaffe said 
that mortgage companies collect ad 
hold in escrow large amounts which 
eventually are used for the payment of 
taxes and insurance. 


"It is the general practice of these fi- 


nancial institutions to collect these funds 
long before such payments are actually 
needed, and they have the free use of 
such monies for their own investment 
purposes, often for periods of more than 
a year." 


He said homeowners carry the major 


tax burden while mortgage houses reap 


huge profits through the use of much of 
that tax money. 


In addition to the penalities provided in 


the Walsh proposal, the bill would in- 
crease the educational requirements for 
licensing of real estate brokers and 
salesmen It would also provide for a 
commissioner of real estate within the 
Department of Registration and Educa- 
tion with investigative powers over bro- 
kers and salesmen in connection with 
their business. 


Walsh said the bill has the endorse- 


ment of the Illinois Association of Real 
Estate Boards.

Now that 90 
per cent of the township's population la 
within a municipal boundary, the town- 
ship's functions can be replaced. 


According to Mrs. Sacs, services pro- 


vided by the townshpp to the unincorpo- 
rated residents could be taken over by 
other agencies. The maintenance of 
roads could be done by local municipal- 
ities. The youth program could be com- 
bined with other similar programs in the 
area to reduce duplication. 


THE TOWNSHIP collector is already a 


defunct office and she said the assessor's 
job is only "paper shuffling." 


There is one service provided by the 


township directly to unincorporated and 
incorporated area residents — the pay- 
ment of general assistance funds (wel- 
fare). 


Mrs. Sass said the present welfare sys- 


tem of providing funds only to meet 
needs, "does not deal with the concept of 
poverty." She would like to see local gov- 
ernment agencies supporting some pro- 
gram similar to the Office of Economic 
Opportunity or the Northwest Opportuni- 
ty Center in Rolling Meadows, where 
training programs an provided. 


She said the administration of welfare 


payments could be done cheaper and 
with greater sensitivity through other 
agencies." 


Mrs. Sass also disputes the claim of 


township officials that the township pro- 
vides better, more compassionate wel- 
fare service to local residents than either 
the county or state could provide. 


"IF THE PEOPLE'S benefit was truly 


at the heart of their function, why the 
h u r r y to 
bounce them (welfare 


recipients) to the county or state rolls?" 
said Mrs. Sass. 


Since deciding to run for auditor, Mrs. 


Sass said she has been educating her- 
self in the functions of the township and 
how It could be eliminated. "The more 
I'm getting into it the more complex It 
becomes," she says. 


The state constitution provides direc- 


tion for the elimination of a township, 
she said. The question would be pre- 
sented to the voters through a referen- 
dum. The referendum can be called by 
either a petition from 10 per cent of the 
voters or through action by the township 
board. 


Mrs. Sass said, "It would take a while 


to get an educational process going 
among the voters to explain why the 
township should be abolished. Once the 
referendum passed, it would be up to 
Springfield to help us with some of the 
problems." 


According to Mrs Sass, no township in 


Illinois has been abolished, but once one 
is eliminated, the legal precedent would 
beset. 


••I INTEND TO work bard, even if I 


lose (the election) to get the abolishment 


of townabpp government on a referen- 
dum," said Mrs. Saas. 


Township auditor is the first elected of- 


fice she has sought. She has been an ac- 
tive campaign worker for several eiec- 
t i o n s, including those for George 
McGovern, Adlai Stevenson and Donald 
Page Moore. She is also a member of the 
Democratic Party. 


Despite her close association with the 


Democratic party, Mrs. Sass said that in 
running for township auditor, "I feel I 
am truly independent." 


She said she decided to run for auditor 


when it appeared that no one was going 
to oppose the full slate filed by the regu- 
lar township Republican organization. 
She did not know when she decided to 
run that three other Independent candi- 
dates had also planned to file. 


Mrs. Sass, 36, and her husband Rich- 


ard live in unincorporated Elk Grove 
Township. They have five children. 


She has been active in several civic 


groups, including League of Women Vot- 
ers, the Northwest Suburban Housing 
Coalition and the Northwest Coalition for 
the Equal Rights Amendment. 


Steven Maddock 


Steven Maddock is a young man who 


would like to see township government 
eliminated 


Maddock. 22, is an Independent candi- 


date for Elk Grove Township auditor. He 
is one of four Independents in the elec- 
tion. 


The four have agreed on a platform 


calling for the abolishment of township 
government, but they have differing 
views on how abolishment should be ac- 
complished. 


"We are united on what we want to do, 


but we are not united on how to get 
there." said Maddock. 


This is the second township election in 


which Maddock has been involved. Four 
years ago he did "leg work" for his 
mother, Rene, when she ran for township 
clerk. Her slate was defeated at the polls 
by about 3 to l. 


MADDOCK SAID he favors abolishing 


township government because it is an 
agency that wastes taxes while operating 
in a diminishing role of providing ser- 
vices duplicated elsewhere. 


He Mid functions now done by the 


township could be provided by local mu- 
nicipalities or the Cook County govern- 
ment. 


If elected auditor, Maddock said he 


would work hard for the township, even 
while trying to eliminate it. 


"Degeneration of services is not a de- 


sirable alternative to eliminating town- 
ship government. I am definitely pre- 


pared to work on the township until it 
dies," he said. 


Maddock admits that if he is the only 


independent elected, his effectiveness 
will depend on the cooperation he receiv- 
es from the other board members, who 
all favor the retention of township gov- 
ernment. "If they isolate me, it would 
make me more ineffective " 


Maddock said, "Legally, it is very 


vague on how the township should be 
abolished." 


HE SAID THE state constitution pro- 


vides that a referendum on abolishment 
be held after a petition is presented 
from the voters calling for the referen- 
dum, or if the township board agrees to a 
referendum. 


Before a referendum could pass, the 


voters would have to learn more about 
the township and what can be gained if it 
is abolished, said Maddock. 


While discussing the township during 


his campaigning, he found, "a lot of 
people don't even know what you're talk- 
ing about." 


It is after the referendum passes that 


the law becomes vague on transferring 
township services, he says. 


"We would have to work out a fair 


compromise with local governments to 
provide fair services without an increase 
in taxes," said Maddock. 


Although he is a young man, Maddock 


said be thinks he understands what living 
in the suburbs is all about. "I am a prod- 
uct of suburban living. I am one of the

first generation of young suburbanites." 


Maddock works as a laborer for the 


Cook County Forest Preserve District. 
He is single and lives with his parents at 
230 Leahy Circle, Des Plaines. The fact 
that he is neither a parent nor home- 
owner does not seem to be a dis- 
advantage to him. In fact, he thinks it is 
an advantage. 


"I AM FREE from responsibilities. I 


am not tied down by the responsibilities 
of every-day suburban life. I can devote 
more time to the township," he said. 


Maddock has a paid membership in the 


Democratic party and has worked in 
campaigns. When asked why he calls 
himself an independent when be has such 
close ties to the Democratic party,, he 
said, "The answer is, I'm my own candi- 
date." 


When asked why he 4s qualified to run 


for auditor, Maddock said, "I feel quali- 
fied because I have the position I do. It 
is an honest feeling. I feel as qualified as 
any candidate on the Republican slate." 


Paul Rettberg 


Paul Rettberg is running for an office 


with the intention of putting himself out 
of a Job. 


He is a candidate for Elk Grove Town- 


ship auditor. He is one of four indepen- 
dents who have adopted « platform call- 
ing for the abolishment of township gov- 
ernment. 


If elected, Rettberg said he would es- 


tablish a bi-partisan or non-partisan citi- 
zen's committee to study alternatives to 
township government. If the committee 
recommended the abolishment of the 
township, the question would be put to 
the voters in a referendum. 


Rettberg admits. "If the election (for 


aboUahment) were held today it probably 
wouldn't pass." He said most people are 
not aware that the township exists and 
do not understand what would be gained 
if it were eliminated. One function of the 
committee, if it recommended ending 
township government, would be to con- 
duct an educational program explaining 
to the residents the benefits of abolishing 
township government. 


RBTnCRG SAID. "The people in the 


munfcipaitiea get almost no service 
from the township" Only about 10 per 
cent ef the township population lives in 
unincorporated areas, yet all resident*, 
both ttotaeorporatod and incorporated, 
are tan* by tt» township. 


If the township wen •boosted, Rett- 


berg etssass the number of local tax- 
ing bod*M could be reduced by one, since 
no now ifsscy would be required to 
handle the prosant duties of the town- 
ship. 


Tte tswnstJp if responsible for the

assistance for all township residents, vot- 
er registration, motor vehicle registra- 
tion and the operation of a youth pro- 
gram. 


Rettberg said these services could be 


provided by local municipalities or re- 
gional offices of the Cook County govern- 
ment, with no loss to the people. 


Rettberg said some legislative action 


in Springfield would be required before 
all functions of township government 
could be transferred to other agencies. 


"THE HANDWRITING is on the wall 


for the end of the township," said Rett- 
berg. He pointed out that action by the 
state and county government* in past 
years has already stripped the township 
of much of its power. 


The township tax collector is no longer 


a functioning office. The township must 
now request a tax levy through Cook 
County, as any other local taxing body 
does. 


Rettberg called the township assessor 


an "errand boy" whose only job is to 
collect local building permits and for- 
ward then to the county.

For as long as there is a need for 


township government, Walter Bartley 
wants the township to be able to supply 
service. 


Bart|ey, 54, of 1206 Wilke Rd., Arling- 


ton Heights, is a candidate for Elk 
Grove Township auditor on the regular 
Republican slate. One of the issues in the 
election is whether or not township gov- 
ernment should continue to exist. The 
Republican party candidates contend 
that the township is a needed unit of lo- 
cal government. 


Bartley supports the view that the 


township is needed, but he said he does 
not know how long this need will exist. 


"I feel, over the long haul, the town- 


ship government will fall, probably In tin 
not too distant future," said Bartley. 


CURRENTLY ABOUT 10 per cent of 


Elk Grove Townships' population lives in 
an unincorporated area. When these 
areas are eventually annexed to a munic- 
ipality, there will be no need for a town- 
ship, according to Bartley. 


"Until such time as the unincorpo- 


rated areas are annexed by the villages 
and these services are then taken over, 
the needs of the people have to be 
served," he said. 


There have been proposals made for 


Cook County government to take over 
township functions such as road mainte- 
nance in the unincorporated areas and 
the disbursement of local welfare assis- 
tance. 


Bartley said that if the county took 


over the township's functions, people 
would still have to pay taxes for ser- 
vices, but the county would cost more, do 
less and be less responsive. 


THE REGULAR Republican Organiza- 


tion of Elk Grove Township has long 
been associated with the elected town- 
ship offices. But Bartley said if the town- 
ship were to be eliminated, he does not 
believe its loss would have a serious ef- 
fect on the Republicans. 


"The organization will remain as 


strong as it is if it continues to work 
hard," he said. 


Hartley's candidacy grew out of his 


work with the Republican organization. 
He has been a member since 19S7 and 
has been a deputy committeeman for the 
past three years. 


He accepted an offer to be on the 


slate, he said, because he has always 
been interested in politics. 


Larry Hintze 


Larry Hintze would like to see town- 


ship government maintained because, 
"anything handled locally is better." 


Hintze, 44, of 41 Kenilworth, Elk Grove 


Village, is a candidate for Elk Grove 
Township auditor on the regular Republi- 
can slate. He supports the party's stand 
that the township is a necessary govern- 
ment, with functions that cannot be re- 
placed without a loss to the people. 


The possibility of Cook County satis- 


factorily replacing the townshp is dis- 
puted by Hintze. "Cook County is in- 
volved with more than Elk Grove Town- 
ship. We would not get the services we're 
getting," he said 


Hintze admits he is not completely fa- 


miliar with the workings of township 
government. He said he accepts the facts 
and figures presented by other members 
of the Republican organization, who con- 
tend that township residents would pay 
more in taxes if the government were 
eliminated. 


IF THE ENTIRE township were in- 


corporated, Hintze said, there might be 
some reason for abolishing it.

weakened as it lost powers to the county. 
The township tax collector is now a 
defunct office. Before the job was elimi- 
nated, the township received 2 per cent 
of all taxes collected.

"The collector should never have been 


taken away from us," said Hintze. "An 
awful lot of money was returned to the 
schools." 


As with all candidates on the slate,

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11.5 pet, higher than last year 


million village budget 


asked for fiscal 1973-74 


A municipal budget of $3,052,973 has 


been recommended for the village board 
for the fiscal year 1973-74. The figure is 
11.5 per cent higher than last year's 
budget. 


The budget, including federal revenue 


sharing listed under a special section, In- 
clude;) a temporary fire station west of 
111. Rte. 53, additional police and fire- 
men, mosquito abatement equipment, an 
environmental technician and health 
coordinator, police animal warden and 
continuation of the village blood assur- 
ance program. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis said the 


budget is based on anticipated revenues 
of $3.064,313. Part of the new budget will 
be an estimated $264,463 unused in the 
1972-73 budget. 


Willis said the money, sometimes 


termed "carry-over." resulted from 
more revenue than estimated and sav- 
ings in some village programs. Last 


year's corporate budget total was 
$2,734,979. 


THE POLICE department would gain 


five men under the proposal, including 
the animal warden and a street parking 
traffic officer. Revenue sharing would be 
used to purchase a motorcycle for the 
parking patrol. 


Four new firemen will be added if the 


budget is approved. The fire department 
would also gain a new pumper engine for 
the temporary station west of Rte. 53. 
Willis said the station would be set up by 
early spring, 1974, if use of revenue shar- 
ing funds is approved. 


The revenue sharing portion of the pro- 


posed budget includes $18,000 for a con- 
sultant to help the plan commission 
study the Devon-53 development. The 
blood assurance program is slated to re- 
ceive $3,000 for its operations.

We back improvements 
for Elk Grove parks 


Voters in the Elk Grove Park 


District Saturday will face two is- 
sues which call for tax increases 
and which speak directly to both 
the present day needs and aspira- 
tions of the park district. 


T h e Herald believes voters 


should wholeheartedly support and 
pass the park improvement half of 
the referendum. 


That portion of the two-issue ref- 


erendum is aimed at improving the 
district's neighborhood park sys- 
tem. The $310.000 worth of im- 
provements planned are of obvious 
benefit and value to the residents 
of the entire district. 


The 9610.000 ice arena proposal 


must be considered as more of a 
luxury and deserves more careful 
thought. Voters must ask them- 
selves two questions about the are- 
na: would you use it and will it add 
value to the community? 


An answer of "yes" to either of 


these questions means an answer 
of "yes" on the ice arena proposal 
itself. 


Improvements in the neighbor- 


hood park system alone would 
mean an increase in property taxes 
of $1.38 per $10,000 assessed valu- 
ation. 


If both the park improvement is- 


sue and the ice rink pass Satur- 


day's referendum, the increase in 
taxes would be $4.38 per $10,000 as- 
sessed valuation. 


Park District officials say the 


tax cost for the ice rink is much 
less for those families who now 
have to pay fees at rinks outside 
the district for ice facilities. Elk 
Grove Village residents also are 
not able to get advantageous skat- 
ing hours when they journey to oth- 
er towns. 


The arena plan proposed by the 


architect and district officials ap- 
pears to be a good plan, and park 
officials are promising the ice 
would not be taken over by hockey 
programs 
entirely.

promising open skating times, les- 
sons for adult skaters as well as 
the obvious benefit to local hockey 
programs. 


The district already owns land 


for the proposed rink so no further 
expenditure for land costs is neces- 
sary. 


The plans for the arena deserve 


a fresh inspection by the voters 
this Saturday, even though two 
similar proposals have failed in the 
past. If approved, it would be a 
good facility. Before you vote, how- 
ever, you must ask yourself — 
would it be good for you?

The $185,312 town fund budget has not 


yet been approved. George Busse, town 
clerk, said he expected the budget to be 
adopted at the board meeting April 5.

$78,400 general assistance fund budget 
and the $12,000 sewer budget. 


At Tuesday's meeting, the board ap- 


proved the $174,650 budget for the 
maintenance of township roads and 
bridges. 


PAUL RETTBERG, independent can- 


didate for auditor, said he was opposed 
to the raises for township officers. 


The township supervisor's salary was 


raised from $7,000 to $11,000. Rettberg 
recommended that the salary be kept at 
$7,000. 


Rettberg also suggested that the town- 


ship assessor's salary, budgeted at 
$12,000 be lowered to the legal minimum 
of $9,500. 


Larry Pahl, independent candidate for 


township commissioner, said he felt the 
proposed salary for supervisor was high, 
especially since the president of Elk 
Grove Village and the mayor of Mount 
Prospect are paid $2,000 a year. 


Pahl said the president's or the may- 


or's job was at least comparable, if not 
more demanding, than the role of town- 
ship supervisor. 


BERNARD LEE, Incumbent auditor, 


replied to Pahl's statement by saying 
that the township supervisor's job was 
comparable to a village manager, not a 
mayor or president. 


He said the village manager of Mount 


Prospect earns about $30,000 annually. 


Rettberg questioned the size of the pro- 


posed raises in view of the 5.5 per cent 
wage price guidelines established by the 
federal administration.

Crane in fight for cash 


Rep. Philip Crane, R-12th, has joined 


Elk Grove Township's fight to get its 
overdue share of federal revenue sharing 
funds. 


Bernard Lee, township auditor, said he 


contacted Crane's office and requested 
help in getting the money. 


Lee said Crane replied by telegram, 


saying he was attempting to clear up tin 
problems that have kept the township 


from obtaining any revenue-sharing 
funds. 


The township was late in submitting its 


first application for revenue sharing. 


When the second application was sent 


to Washington, D.C., the township was 
mistakenly identified as a non-taxing 
agency. A non-taxing agency is ineligible

Cycle gongs 
pose special 
police hassle

The arrest of several motorcycle gang 


members, charged with the brutal beat- 
ing of a suspected woman informer, has 
brought to light a problem that some- 
times faces police in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Officers from three departments ar- 


rested seven gang members including 
two women and a juvenile girl late Tues- 
day in a raid on a house at 724 W. Oak- 
ton St., Elk Grove Township. The raid 
netted a small arsenal of weapons, in- 
cluding a machine gun, rifles, pistols, 
knives, chains and ammunition. 


The gang members, all charged with 


aggravated battery in the beating of the 
woman whom they thought to be an in- 
former for a rival gang, belong to the 
Pagan Saints, a motorcycle gang formed 
about three years ago, according to Cook 
County Sheriff's police. 


The gang, as well as other motorcycle 


groups in the area, has been involved hi 
several fights and other disorderly con- 
duct incidents in Northwest suburban 
forest preserves. 


The Deer Grove preserve near Pala- 


tine and others in the area have been the 
scene of disturbances involving the Pa- 
gan Saints, other motorcycle gangs, mo- 
torists and picnickers. Other such groups 
in this area include the Old Stylers from 
Elgin and Hell's Henchmen from Ben- 
senville, police said. 


MOTORCYCLE GANG members, po- 


lice say, are a special problem in the 
summers when disturances caused by 
their appearance draw sheriffs tactical 
squad units to the forest preserves to 
keep order. 


Police said the suspected woman in- 


former was beaten Sunday night at the 
Oakton Street address. The gang mem- 
bers are also accused of beating a man 
police identify only as John Elders of 
Niles. 


Elders, who was attacked Sunday near 


Woodfield Mall in Schaumburg, was hos- 
pitalized overnight with broken ribs, cuts 
and bruises. 


The woman, who police refuse to iden- 


tify, suffered a broken wrist and arm 
and numerous cuts and bruises, remains 
hospitalized in Park Ridge. 


Both appeared to have been struck 


repeatedly with chains and clubs, police 
said. 


Charged with aggravated battery in 


the beatings were: Ben Seelye, 20, of 
1116 S. Wilke Rd., Arlington Heights; 
Gary Salzmann, 21, of 1630 N. Ever- 
green, Arlington Heights; Kathleen Lueb- 
bers, 18, of 729 W. Palatine Rd., Pala- 
tine; Mike Pabst, 26, Thomas Fyock, 22, 
Rebecca Dufore, 19, and a 16-year-old 
juvenile girl, all of the 724 Oakton ad- 
dress. 


SEELYE is accused of beating Elders. 


Two other persons are being sought in 
connection with that incident, according 
to Schaumburg police. 


The other six gang members are 


charged with the beating of the woman. 


Bonds have been set at $10,000 each for 


the seven. The 16-year-old girl has been 
turned over to juvenile authorities and 
the others will appear April 10 in the 
Niles branch of Cook County Circuit 
Court. 


Tom Fyck, one of the suspects, yes- 


terday said the Pagan Saints "is a club, 
not a gang." Reached by telephone, 
Fyock said he is considering filing bru- 
tality charges against the police officers 
who arrested him.

The market

Lawrence "Larry" Pahl would tike to 


see township government abolished in 
Elk Grove, even if it means the residents 
in 
unincorporated areas 
would 
get 


slightly less service than they now re- 
ceive. 


Pahl is an independent candidate for 


township highway commissioner. As an 
independent, he has agreed with three 
other independent candidates on a plat- 
form calling for the abolition of township 
government. 


Pahl said maintenance of unincorpo- 


rated roads within the township could be 
turned over to the county road depart- 
ment "at a small drop In service." He 
said he would be the first to admit that 
residents in the unincorporated areas are 
getting excellent service. 


"In fact, they are now getting almost 


too good a service." said Pahl. 


ACCORDING TO PAHL, the excellent 


services enjoyed by the unincorporated 
residents are a result of the inequitable 
way township taxes are collected. Only 
10 per cent of the township population 
lives in unincorporated areas. The rest 
live within municipal boundaries. All 
residents in the township are taxed 
equally, but the bulk of township serv- 
ice;! are for the unincorporated residents. 


This difference between taxes collected 


and services rendered is one of the rea- 
sons the independents believe the town- 
ship should be abolished and its services 
t r a n s f e r r e d to other governmental 
agencies 


Pahl. 22. considers highway commis- 


sioner an excellent job to combine his 
educational background and his working 
experience. 


He graduated last June with a bach- 


elor's degree in political science. During 
his summers and after graduation he 
worked at a variety of construction jobs. 
He estimated his construction experi- 
ence at over a year's total time spread 
out over four years. 


B e c o m i n g highway commissioner 


would be an excellent way to enter the 
process, according to Pahl. The job is 
primarily an administrative one, with 
little technical knowledge required. 


HE SAID THE COUNTY does most of 


the engineering work and actual con- 
struction of roads. 


Pahl said he feels Confident he could 


do the administrative work required of a 
commissioner. If he had any problems, 
he said he would seek advice from Ron- 


ald Bradley, the former highway com- 
missioner who retired in January, or Al- 
fred Steil, the incumbent he is trying to 
beat. 


In his campaign, Pahl has not limited 


himself to studying the commissioner's 
job. He has also studied the entire struc- 
ture of township government — its budg- 
et and services. 


"It seems to me," said Pahl, "Elk 


Grove Township is looking for places to 
spend money. They are looking for de- 
fenses of their form of government." 


He called the township, "almost like a 


philanthropic institution." 


ACCORDING TO Pahl, most people 


are not even aware the township exists. 
He said that while doing research at the 
Elk Grove Village Hall, he found secre- 
taries and clerks — people who deal with 
different government units daily as part 
of their work — who did not know about 
the township. 


Pahl said that since most residents live 


in a municipality, "the township govern- 
ment is no longer closest to the people." 


Pahl grew up in a family of politics. 


His father, Jack Pahl, was the former 
president of Elk Grove Village. His fa- 
ther was involved in Republican politics 
when the family lived in Chicago and is 
now a commissioner on the Northeast 
Illinois Planning Commission. 


Pahl said politics is, "just a thing that 


seems to be in my blood." 


As a young man who has spent most of 


his life in the suburbs, Pahl said, "I feel 
I know the woes and worries of most of 
the people here." 


Pahl is single and lives with his par- 


ents at 248 Wellington, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. He is currently a substitute teacher 
for Elk Grove ToNvnship School Dist. 59 
and High School Dist. 214.

The village may now prepare 
preliminary plans for review by the state 
and federal highway departments. 


The board approved hiring of Alstot & 


March engineering firm to do the study 
at an estimated cost of $11.000, half of 
which will be paid by the village. $48,WO 
in village Motor Fuel Tax funds will be 
used in the project. 


Village Mar Charles Willis told the 


board Cook County has requested village 
assistance in putting two traffic signals 


on Devon Avenue, at Lively Boulevard 
and Tonne Road. 


Willis said the county would pay 75 per 


cent of the cost of the lights if the village 
would accept operation and maintenance 
responsibilities after the lights are in. 
The board approved a motion to accept 
the county offer. 


Should township government be abo- 


lished? 


Four independent candidates for Elk 


Grove Township offices are raising that 
question for the April 3 election as they 
challenge the Kegular Republican slate. 


On Pages 3 and 6 of the Herald today 


are interviews with candidates for all 
contested positions and an Interview with 
Richard Hall, unopposed candidate for 
supervisor who will take the place of 20- 
year veteran William Rohlwing, who is 
retiring. 


The independent candidates have 


Alfred SteO 


Alfred Steil is familiar with the roads 


in the area — he had a hand in rebuild- 
ing most of them. 


Steil is the incumbent candidate for 


Elk Grove Township highway commis- 
sioner on the regular Republican slate. 
For 22 years, he has worked for the 
county and state highway departments 
serving the Northwest suburbs.' 


Steil, 61, was appointed highway com- 


missioner at the beginning of the year by 
the township board. He replaced Richard 
Bradley who retired after 20 years. 


As commissioner, Steil is in charge of 


a three-man crew and is responsible for 
the maintenance, repair, construction, 
salting and snow plowing of the 22.8 
miles of unincorporated roads in the 
township. He is also responsible for 
budgeting and letting contracts for town- 
ship road work. 


The $174,650 budget for the 1973-74 


township road and bridge fund that Steil 
prepared is more than $1,000 less than 
the current budget. 


ACCORDING TO Steil, the township 


provides better road service at a cheaper 
cost per mile than either the state or 
county highway departments are able to 
do. 


"The township office is centrally lo- 


cated; whenever we get a complaint, we 
can have someone out there quickly," 
said Steil. 


He said the county and state cannot 


respond as quickly because of the large 
area they are required to service. 


One reason the township's costs per 


mile are lower than either the state or 
county is the greater flexibility the town- 
ship has in hiring temporary help, said 
Steil. 


"I can hire temporary help by the 


hour; they are paid only when they are 
working. The county has to hire help for 
a minimum of a month, whether or not 
there is work for them to do," said Steil. 


If Steil is reelected, he said he would 


created races for three township auditor 
positions and for township highway com- 
missioner. In the auditor races, Larry 
Hintze. Walter Hartley. Wayne Hull and 
incumbent Bernard Lee fill the Republi- 
can slate. 


Independent auditor candidates are 


Julie Sass, Paul Rettberg and Steven

Pahl faces incumbent Alfred Steil for the

work closely with the public works de- 
partments of the local municipalities on 
coordinating services. 


"IT WOULD BE foolish if I didn't work 


with them or they didn't work with me. 
We have too many problems that should 
be worked out together," said Steil. 


During his 22 years with the county 


and state highway departments, Steil 
was involved with the rebuilding of many 
of the roads in the area, including Land- 
meier Road, Biesterfield Road and De- 
von Avenue. 


"I don't feel there is any problem that 


the township could have with its roads 
that I am not familiar with," said Steil. 


Steil said it felt "funny" to be cam- 


paigning for a job that was basically the 
same as ones he bad been hired for in 
the past. 


He was superintendent of the Arlington 


Heights division of the state highway de- 
partment when he agreed to accept the 
township post. He said he was reluctant 
to leave the job with the state, but felt 
the hours were becoming too long for 
him to work. As supervisor he was called 
out at any time of the day or night, often 
for long periods. 


Steil and his wife Bertha live at 1030 


Linneman Rd., Mount Prospect. They 
nave five children and 22 grandchildren. 


Richard Hall 


Richard Hall would like to see town- 


ship governments become "mini-coun- 
ties," large enough to handle problems 
but small enough to be close to the 
people and provide good service. 


Hall is the regular Republican organi- 


zation candidate for Elk Grove Township 
supervisor in an uncontested election. He 
is now a township auditor. 


Hall, 47, of 176 W. Dulles Rd., Des 


Plaines, will succeed William Rohlwing 
who is retiring after 20 years as township 
supervisor. 


In recent years, township government 


has lost some of its powers to the county 
and the question has been raised — can 
the township survive? 


"Yes, the townships can survive," said 


Hall. He said there has been a "chipping 
away" of the township's powers, but 
feels the trend is reversing. 


According to Hall, the attack on town- 


ship government comes from the Cook 
County Democratic party, which be said 
believes township government is a power 
base for the suburban Republicans. The 
Democrats would like to eliminate the 
township as a means of expanding their 
organization to the suburbs, he said. 


Hall said the township does not give 


power to the Republicans; rather, the 
strength of the Republican organization 
gives power to the townships. 


"Losing the townships will not weaken 


the Republican organization," said Hall. 


As supervisor, Hall said he would work 


to expand the township's functions and 
powers. He said the townships should be 
"mini-counties" serving their residents 
with all the services of the county gov- 
ernment. The county's role, under his 
plan, would be to coordinate and super- 
vise the various township activities. 


Only about 10 per cent of the town- 


ship's population lives in unincorporated 
areas. Hall said municipal residents re- 
ceive less services from the township 
t h a n residents from 
unincorporated 


areas, though the tax rate is the same 
for all. He said if Cook County took over 


township functions, all the residents 
would still be paying taxes — probably 
higher ones — because the county is an 
inefficient form of government. 


Hall praised the efficiency and econo- 


my of township government. 


The township budget for 1973-74 has 


about a 10 percent lower tax rate than 
for this year. He predicted that the tax 
rate will continue to drop while the budg- 
et remains steady, because the assessed 
valuation in the township is increasing. 


Hall said two years ago, when the 


township's tax collecting powers were 
taken away, the township had no funds. 
Tax anticipation warrants were borrow- 
ed to keep the township going. Now the 
warrants have been paid off and the 
township is on a cash basis again, he 
said. 


Hall has long been active in politics 


and is assistant committeeman for the 
regular Republican organization in Elk 
Grove Township. 


"I like politics, I look at it as an avoca- 


tion. The day I don't enjoy it or feel I'm 
not giving service, I'll quit and play du- 
plicate bridge," said Hall. 


Hall is a manufacturer's representa- 


tive for a lighting fixture company. He 
and his wife, Dorothy, have been mar- 
ried 25 years and have three children, 
Sharon, Linda and Marianne.

The trustees upheld an earlier decision 


by Mayor Jack Moodie not to issue a 
building permit for a house at 205 W. 
Glade St. In the Pleasant Hills subdivi- 
sion. 


Moodie and the village building depart- 


ment had concurred that construction at 
the site would only worsen flooding in the 
neighborhood. Residents of the area on 
several occasions have complained to the 


village of flooded basements during 
heavy storms. 


BACK'S ATTORNEY. Richard A. Mu- 


galian, said the builder is convinced the 
house would not cause flooding, and ap- 
pealed to the trustees to grant a building 
permit, contending that there is no local 
ordinance prohibiting construction. 


"If you have a law, we will comply," 


he said. "But we can't comply with 
what's in your mind." 


Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun said that 


by allowing construction on the Back 
property, the village could jeopardize its 
qualification for federal flood insurance 
protection. 


"At the very least," he said, "it could 


disqualify the owner of that house from 
buying flood insurance." 


Back had acknowledged that he would 


not live in the house, but would simply 
build it and then sell it. 


At the suggestion of Trustee Wendell 


E. Jones, the village board deferred ac- 
tion on the building permit application 
until flood insurance requirements have 
been checked. The village is embarking 
on a second phase of the insurance pro- 
gram, and must meet new requirements. 


Back said after the meeting he wants 


to sue the village immediately because 
he is financially hurt by not being able to 
build on the Glade Street site. Mugalian 
declined comment on the possibility of a 
lawsuit.

Cyclists pose special problem

The arrest of several motorcycle gang 


members, charged with the brutal beat- 
ing of a suspected woman informer, has 
brought to light a problem that some- 
times faces police in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Officers from three departments ar- 


rested seven gang members including 
two women and a juvenile girl late Tues- 
day in a raid on a house at 724 W. Oak- 
ton St., Elk Grove Township. The raid 
netted a small arsenal of weapons, in- 
cluding a machine gun, rifles, pistols, 
knives, chains and ammunition. 


The gang members, all charged with 


aggravated battery in the beating of the 
woman whom they thought to be an in- 
former for a rival gang, belong to the 
Pagan Saints, a motorcycle gang formed 
about three years ago, according to Cook 
County Sheriff's police. 


The gang, as well as other motorcycle 


groups in the area, has been involved in 
several fights and other disorderly con- 
duct Incidents in Northwest suburban 
forest preserves. 


The Deer Grove preserve near Pala- 


tine and others in the area have been the 
scene of disturbances involving the Pa- 
gan Saints, other motorcycle gangs, mo- 
torists and picnickers. Other such groups 
in this area include the Old Stylers from 
Elgin and Hell's Henchmen from Ben- 
senville, police said. 


MOTORCYCLE GANG members, po- 


lice say, are a special problem in the 
summers when disturances caused by 
their appearance draw sheriff's tactical 
squad units to the forest preserves to 
keep order. 


Police said the suspected woman in- 


former was beaten Sunday night at the 
Oakton Street address. The gang mem- 
bers are also accused of beating a man 
police identify only as John Elders of 
Niles. 


Elders, who was attacked Sunday near 


Woodfield Mall in Schaumburg, was hos- 
pitalized overnight with broken ribs, cuts 
and bruises. 


The woman, who police refuse to iden- 


tify, suffered a broken wrist and arm 
and numerous cuts and bruises, remains 
hospitalized in Park Ridge. 


Both appeared to have been struck 


repeatedly with chains and clubs, police 
said.

Bernard Pedersen 


For the put seven years, Republican 


Bernard Pedersen has been the Palatine 
Township assessor, acting as a liaison 
between township residents and the Cook 
county assessor's office. 


Now, when the township itself is ex- 


periencing "big changes," Pedersen is 
running for reelection because "we need 
the best-trained and most experienced 
people to carry on," he said. 


In the face of the recent moves to abol- 


ish township governments in metropoli- 
tan areas. Pedersen is a staunch suppor- 
ter of the need for townships in these 
urgan regions. 


"You need an Intermediate structure, 


particularly in areas with large popu- 
lations." Pedersen said 


TMB NEED FOR AN assessor in the 


township to apparent to Pedersen, who 
believes that individuals trying to figure 
out information from the county alone 
"find it a frustrating experience." 


"In general. I'd say I'm probably 


more able to get Information than the 
average taxpayer. We go down there with 
a background of knowledge. We know 
where to go and how to get the informa- 
tion." Pedersen said 


One achievement in the assessor's role 


has been a cross-check system for build- 
ing permits to be sure that an improve- 
ment gels on the tax roles. Pedersen 
said Another is processing the Home- 
stead Exemption Act, which gives elder- 
ly residents a break on their property 
assessments Pedersen said he and other 
assessors in the regional organization 
are working to make other changes and 
improvements in their jobs themselves 


DURING 
THE current 
campaign, 


Democrats have charged that the $8,000 
assessor's salary Is too high for the work 
that goes with it. But Pedersen said he's 
doing more now than he did when he 
first took office. 


"I'm not out to gouge the public on this 


thing." Pedersen claimed, and added 
that his salary is in line with other town- 
ship assessors in the area. 


If elected. Pedersen doesn't want a re- 


duction in salary And if there is a raise, 
"It'd be very small. My salary would be 
around 18,500 total," Pedersen esti- 
mated. At a meeting Monday, the town- 
ship board kept the assessor's salary at 
its current $8,000 level. 


When asked how many hours he ac- 


tually spends as township assessor, Pe- 
dersen 
replied, "I've never 
really 


watched it too closely." He explained 
that the job has "peaks and valleys," 
and that he gets a steady stream of calls 
at his insurance office during the week. 


As Palatine 
Township Republican 


Committeeman for the past four years, 
Pedersen sees a possible rise in the num- 
ber of people who classify themselves as 
independents. But Pedersen thinks that's 
a mistake on the voters' part. 


In this election, Pedersen said there 


"shouldn't be a possibility of (Republi- 
cans) losing if we get the information out 
to the voters." Basically, he's running on 
"a good recorfi of honesty and playing 
the game straight," Pedersen said.

can probably tell you something about it. 


That's because Olsen. 55, has been in- 


volved in everything from the presidency 
of the Palatine village board to scout- 
master of a local boy scout troop And 
talking to Olsen, he'll tell you he's not 
down yet. 


"We've got to keep this thing going 


(Palatine Township), he said "We must 
give the leadership and money to provide 
the kind of programs to keep this form of 
government alive."

Palatine Township government now "is 


a mess," and Jack Scollay says he's the 
man who can turn it around. 


The first order of business if he is 


elected is a review of the officers' sala- 
ries, which Scollay says are generally 
too high. 


Then he wants to give voters the refer- 


endum that was rejected by current 
township officials in September. 


"Our rights, in our judgment, were 


abrogated. The township has already 
spent more than $8,000 in legal fees to 
keep the issue off the ballot," Scollay 
charged. If voters choose to abolish town- 
ship government, Scollay promises that 
"we would not perpetuate ourselves in 
office." 


A 
successful 
abolition 
referendum 


"would be a mandate for the officials to 
go down to the (state) legislature and get 
enabling legislation," Scollay explained. 


"Enabling legislation" would legally 


direct the transfer of township govern- 
mental duties to another level of govern- 
ment, either the county or local munici- 
palities. Lack of such legislation was the 
basis last fall for township officials to 
stall the referendum, saying a vote then 
would be unconstitutional. 


While Scollay's chief aim is to give the 


voters the referendum, he is personally 
convinced that Palatine Township gov- 
ernment is not worth keeping as it is. 
And, if voters did support township gov- 
ernment in the referendum, Scollay said 
"they'd still have a more responsive gov- 
ernment than they do now," if he's elect- 
ed. 


"I DON'T THINK the township can do 


anything better than any other govern- 
ment," Scollay said. Specifically, current 
township programs and his stand on 
them are: 


Roads' "If the county is responsible 


for the roads, immediately, you've got a 
broader base. The cost of those roads 
would be spread across Cook County."'

Illinois has too many layers of govern- 


ment, Scollay insists, too many for the 
average voter to keep up with. 


"I live in one simple house on one 


street, and look at my tax bill'" When 
election time comes, it's nearly impos- 
sible to be knowledgeable about each lev- 
el, he said. 


"IF YOU ASK the people to vote fewer 


times for fewer governments, you'd have 
better informed voters." 


At 48, Scollay said he's not out to "gain 


points with the Democratic Party. I want 
to run because I think this township 
thing is a mess." 


Looking at his background, Scollay 


claimed that "I've done nothing like this 
before. And that's better qualifications 
than being Republican committeeman." 


Communication may be the key to 


Scollay if he is elected. Right now, "I 
don't think the township has very good 
communications with anybody," Scollay 
claimed. 


What would happen if he's elected as 


supervisor of an all-Republican or mixed

"I can be persuasive enough to get 


things done," Scollay said. 


LWV blasts township officials 


Observers from the Palatine League of 


Women Voters blasted the Palatine Town 
ship Board of Auditors and highway com- 
missioner this week for alleged illegal 
practices and conflict of interest. 


Alice DeViney and Ann Scollay told 


township officials at the annual road and 
bridge budget hearing that they were ig- 
noring issues brought up by the league. 
Mrs. Scollay is a member of the LWV 
and wife of Democratic township super- 
visor candidate Jack Scollay. 


League members charged that: 
The road and bridge treasurer could 


not legally receive a salary, but treas- 
urer Howard I. Olsen had reported a 
salary of »l,100. 


"If this is true, we plan to take this 


information to the state's attorney's of- 
fice," Mrs. Scollay said. 


The road and bridge levy was not af- 


firmed by the auditors at a regular 
board meeting, and the levy could prob- 
ably be kept off the 1972 tax bill because 
it was "illegally processed." 


VERNON L. BERGMAN, current high- 


way commissioner, contracted to build 
roads for the Hidden Valley development 
in Palatine Township. League members 
charge this is a conflict of interest, since 
Bergman also is responsible for in- 
specting the roads and approving them 
for township maintenance. 


The board of auditors approved a 


$34,788.60 bill to Arrow Road Construc- 
tion to resurface just more than two 
miles of township road. When questioned 
by the county, Bergman explained that 
300 to 400 tons of patching material was 
required to correct surface irregularities. 


In the course of Tuesday's hearing, the 


road and bridge fund was slated for 
$358,677, an increase of $55,000 from the 
1972-73 fund. An anticipated jump in the 
township's equalized assessed valuation 
would result in more revenue for the 
fund The tax rate will remain approxi- 
mately the same, at ten or eleven cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 


A minimum of eight cents per $100 is 


required by the state for the township to 
be eligible to receive motor fuel tax rev- 
enue. The current income is based on ap- 
proximately 35 miles of township road. 
Some difficulty was encountered in de- 
termining the budget because the county 
has been slow in figuring the township's 
equalized assessed valuation, according 
to road and bridge attorney Francis Kel- 
ly.

(5th), and AM. Ken Retzke (5th), Aid. 
Jim Huddleston (4th), and AM. Tom Wal- 
dron (2nd). 


Jacobson and Retzke vetoed the pro- 


posal because they felt their committee's 
authority to handle the issue has been 
challenged. Waldron and Huddleston in- 
dicated they voted against the action be- 
cause they feel the contribution should be 
made without further delay. 


"We feel that our authority has been 


questioned and that our committee is not 
the committee to handle this," Jacobson, 
chairman of the committee, charged 
Tuesday. He proposed three different 
resolutions in an attempt to clarify which 
committee should deal with the center's 
request, two of which were defeated and 
a third, proposing to allocate the money 
with no further study, returned to the fi- 
nance committee. 


One of the three measures offered by 


Jacobson, a resolution calling for Mayor 
Roland Meyer to appoint a committee to 
carry on study of tbe issue, was defeated 
when Meyer himself cast a "no" vote to 
break a 5-5 council deadlock.

Will pay $30,000 for New Wilke Road work 
City to share cost of road 


Bt, 


An agreement 
calling for Rolling 


Meadows to pay $30,000 for tbe extension 
of New Wilke Road from Algonquin to 
Golf Road has been approved by the city 
council. 


The approval was given Tuesday two 


weeks after the council delayed a deci- 
sion on the matter because of a dispute 
on whether the city was obligated to pay 
for the project. 


Despite "no" votes cast by Aid. Fred 


Jacobson (5th), Aid. Tom Scanlan (1st), 
AM. Ken Retzke (5th), and Aid. Jim 
Huddleston (4th), the measure now au- 
thorizes the city to share in the cost of 
the $1,020,000 project. The city's share 
will be $30,000 with another $20,000 to be 
paid by the Isenstein-Parker Devel- 
opment Co., owners of the land surround- 
ing the proposed road. 


When the agreement was proposed to 


tbe council two weeks ago, it was stalled 
after several aldermen questioned why 
the city should take part in costs of the 
new road. In particular, Scanlan said a 
1968 preannexation agreement with the 
developers stipulated the total cost of 


New Wilke Road would be incurred by 
the developers. 


HUDDLESTON also expressed concern 


that assurances be made for traffic 
lights at the intersection before the city 
contributes to the construction costs. 


In urging passage of the measure 


Tuesday, Aid. Dan Weber (4th) told the 
council the Wilke Road project is to be 
funded for the most part by the state 
with motor fuel tax funds. But he warned 


that delay in making a decision on the 
matter could mean the funds would be 
used up by the time the project is ready 
to be continued. 


Before voting on the measure, Jacob- 


son asked that the resolution contain a 
clause calling for the rezoning of proper- 
ty surrounding the road from multi-fami- 
ly to commercial and light industry. 


Aldermen nixed the proposal saying in- 


dustrial zoning would not fit in the area. 


City council 
OKs 276-unit 
condo project 


The Rolling Meadows City Council has 


approved a 276-unit condominium devel- 
opment near Algonquin and Wilke roads. 


The action, which came at a ctty coun- 


cil meeting Tuesday, will clear the way 
for construction on the Astor Devel- 
opment Co.'s Lake Valley Villas project. 
A construction timetable has not been 
set. 


The development, to be built on 13.J 


acres, will include four 4-story con- 
dominiums, a centrally-located two-story 
recreation building, swimming pool and 
tennis courts. A central storm retention 
lake and several smaller retention ponds 
have been included for flood control. 


The condominium units will include 61 


one-bedroom units, 182 two-bedroom 
units, and 33 three-bedroom units. Each 
is expected to sell for $40,000 to $50,000. 


THE ONLY major change made in the 


original construction plans is the elimi- 
nation of a commercial section in the de- 
velopment, according to Joseph Ashe, at 
torney for the developer. 


He said the commercial portion was 


eliminated after it was found not to be 
essential to the project. 


Before moving that the project be ac- 


cepted, Aid. Tom Waldron (2nd), chair- 
man of the building and zoning com- 
mittee, said a number of suggestions 
made by the committee for the project 
were incorporated into final plans. 


BUT THE MEASURE was not ap- 


proved unanimously, with Aid. Fred Ja- 
cobson (5th) casting a "no" vote. Jacob- 
son said afterward be did so because he 
is opposed to further multiple family con- 
struction in the city. 


Aid. Tom Scanlan (1st) passed on the 


vote until the tally of aldermen was com- 
pleted, then voiced a "yes" vote. 


Before the vote Mayor Roland Meyer 


asked Ashe if the city's plan commission 
had required the developer to contribute 
$5,000 to Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 
15. When Ashe said it had, Meyer voiced 
disapproval of the recommendation, say- 
ing he did not think the plan commission 
or the city council could legally make 
such a demand. 


The plan commission had required that 


tbe contribution be made to compensate 
the district for the 142 children tbe proj- 
ect is expected to generate before tax 
revenue begins arriving to the district. 


"I DON'T THINK it is within the plan 


commission's scope to do that (require 
the contribution) and I certainly don't 
think it is within tbe scope of the council 
to do so," Meyer said. He said state law 
prohibits the council "from twisting tbe 
arm" of developers to make contribu- 
tions of this type. 


"What they (the developer 
decide 


with the school district is their busi- 
ness," Meyer said. "The city council 
can't order something like that."

Cyclists pose special problem

The arrest of several motorcycle gang

Currently, the communities in which 


the sales tax is collected receive one pen- 
ny out of every five. The state receives 
the other four cents.

It was formed by J. Emil Anderson and 
Son, Inc., land owners and developers,

Trustee Virginia Hayter suggested the 


village commit itself to supplementing 
NMAD mosquito spraying, perhaps with 
each agency spraying twice a month, in 
hopes of gaining cooperation from the 
district. In a meeting with NMAD Direc- 
tor Wilbur Mitchell, to be either April 4 
or 12, she will ask him for specific dates 
the district will spray and discuss a pos- 
sible cooperative program. 


If the village cost per spraying is the

Hoffman Estates facing 
costly street repairs 


Hoffman Estates faces critical street 


repairs costing between $100,000 and 
$150,000 this summer, according to a re- 
port to the board's public committee by 
John Hossack, public works superintend- 
ent. 


"There are quite a few streets where 


only one thing will help — do them 
over," said Hossack. "We've got well 
over $100,000 worth of reconstruction 
badly needed, and could spend $150,000 
and not get out of the critical area," he 
told committee members. 


These repairs are beyond a $144,065.90 


contract approved March 5 for the 1972 
program, delayed because the state was 
slow in approving the project financed by 
motor fuel tax revenues, he said 


In addition, there is the need for 


$100,000 to $150,000 in preventive mainte- 
nance on streets that "have not com- 
pletely failed yet," Hossack said. And 
there is "any number of others where it 
(preventive maintenance) would pay 
dividends," he said. 


Two other areas also have "very criti- 


cal" needs in repair of sidewalks, curbs 
and gutters, he reported. 


HOSSACK NOTED that federal reve- 


nue funds could be used for the summer 


program, in addition to the 1973 motor 
fuel tax revenue. He also said he is pre- 
paring two street repair programs, one 
for one year and the other covering five 
years. 


Hossack also reported the village wa- 


ter construction fund for 1971, which in- 
cludes work scheduled for this year, will 
be short approximately $77,384 to finance 
1973 work However, he said, the village 
has included $100,000 in the budget that 
will be proposed for adoption in May. 
The shortage was computed by consid- 
ering revenues of $614,482 and 
ex- 


penditures of $691,866. Revenues include 
balances carried over from 1972, which 
are lower than had been anticipated be- 
cause of cost overruns in water system 
improvements in earlier phases of the 
project. 


The committee will recommend a new 


village water tower be painted blue, to 
match another tower in the village. 
Trustee Dyrle Rathman will try to con- 
tact a Chicago artist who has been paint- 
ing murals on buildings in the city for 
free, and investigate the possibility of the 
artist painting a mural on the tower, 
which is very close to some residences.

In his peti- 
tion, Minton asked the court to order the 
Village of Mount Prospect, Mayor Rob- 
ert D. Teicbert and Village clerk Donald 
W. Goodman to have new ballots pre- 
pared. 


An agreement on the revised ballot 


was reached by all parties without a 
court order being issued. Minion's com- 
plaint was withdrawn by his attorney, 
John Biestek, under the insistence of 
Judge Harry G. Comerford. 


The new ballots will be spaced differ- 


ently and will include the name of the 
office being sought in each of the three 
columns. The existing ballots have the 
name of the office only once, centered on 
the ballot. 


COMERFORD ASKED the attorneys to 


come up with a mutually agreeable form 
for the ballot because the existing ballot, 
while legal, is confusing. 


"There Is no question here that an at- 


tempt was made to follow the election 
laws," Comerford said. He added, how- 
ever, that "the ballot Is confusing" and 
should be changed to make it easier for 
the voters. "It could be clarified." 


With three weeks left before the elec- 


tion, the judge said there should be plen- 
ty of time to prepare new ballots. He 
even offered to tell the village where it 
could have ballots printed within 48 
hours. 


If there had been only one week left 


before the election, Comerford said the 
existing ballots would have been all right 
to use. "The election code could be 
stretched to include the present ballot," 
he said. 


Bernard Lee, representing the village, 


and R. Martin Smith, representing Tei- 
obert and Goodman, both readily agreed 
to revise the ballot. Biestek, a senior 
partner in the law firm that employs 
Minton, was reluctant to withdraw Min- 
ton's complaint. He eventually agreed 
with the judge's request. 


Smith tried several times to introduce 


a series of public charges by Minton into 
the proceedings. However, Comerford 
repeatedly closed off such discussion, 
saying, "We are all aware that a ballot 
Is not campaign fodder." 


SMITH AT one point asked for Minton 


to make a public retraction in court of 
statements wherein he accused Teichert 
of "election fraud." Smith also tried to 
get two paragraphs of the complaint 
withdrawn, as they accuse Teichert of di- 
recting the preparation of the ballots. 
The whole complaint was eventually 
withdrawn. 


Teichert, as mayor, is not involved in 


the preparation of election ballots. That 
is a function of the village clerk's office 
and Teichert said this week that be first 
saw the sample ballot Monday. He de- 
nied any part in making up the ballot. 


Minton has charged Out the ballot is 


slated in Teichert's favor. 


Comerford said every citizen should be 


aware that it is the village clerk's duty 
to draw up a ballot and that they would 
probably "look unfavorably" on any can- 
didate who said otherwise. 


"Any candidate for any office should 


base his campaign on his own quali- 
fications rather than his opponent's dis- 
qualifications," 
Comerford said. He 


added that in this case, Minton "had a 
good basis for coming" to court. 


Smith had accused Minton of attempt- 


ing "to turn this court into a campaign 
forum" through releases to local news- 
papers.

pose two state bills that would clear tie- 
way for Prospect Heights to incorporate 
without consent from neighboring munic- 
ipalities. 


The Wheeling board Monday night di- 


rected its attorney to prepare resolutions 
objecting to passage of the bills, which 


were introduced into the state legislature 
earlier this month. If either of the bills 
becomes law, objections raised by 
Wheeling and Arlington Heights against 
the incorporation would be invalid. 


Wheeling and Arlington Heights have 


objected to the proposed city of approxi- 
mately 10,000 residents since the Pros- 
pect Heights Improvement Association 


(PHIA) filed for incorporation two years 
ago. The objections have been upheld in 
the lower courts, but the PHIA is cur- 
rently waiting to see if the Illinois Su- 
preme Court will take the case. 


The bills, written by PHIA's attorney 


handling the incorporation case, would 
permit unincorporated areas of 7,500 or 
more residents to incorporate without ap- 


proval of nearby villages. For an area of 
less than 7,500 people, the bill requires 
consent from municipalities within 1% 
miles. The PHIA has based its court ap- 
peal on claims that the current state 
laws on incorporation are ambiguous.

Cycle gangs

The arrest of several motorcycle gang

The gang members, all charged with 


aggravated battery in the beating of the 
woman whom they thought to be an in- 
former for a rival gang, belong to the 
Pagan Saints, a motorcycle gang formed 
about three years ago, according to Cook" 
County Sheriff's police. 


The gang, as well as other motorcycle 


groups in the area, has been involved in 
several fights and other disorderly con- 
duct incidents in Northwest suburban 
forest preserves. 


The Deer Grove preserve near Ma- 


tine and others in the area have been the 
scene of disturbances involving the Pa- 
gan Saints, other motorcycle gangs, mo- 
torists and picnickers. Other such group* 
in this area include the Old Stylers from 
Elgin and Hell's Henchmen from Ben- 
senville, police said. 


MOTORCYCLE GANG members, po- 


lice say, are a special problem in the 
summers when disturances caused by 
their appearance draw sheriffs tactical 
squad units to the forest preserves to 
keep order. 


Police said the suspected woman in- 


former was beaten Sunday night at Qa 
Oakton Street address. The gang mem- 
bers are also accused of beating a man 
police identify only as John Elders of 
Niles. 


Elders, who was attacked Sunday near 


Woodfield Mall in Scbaumburg, was hos- 
pitalized overnight with broken ribs, cuts 
and bruises. 


The woman, who police refuse to iden- 


tify, suffered a broken wrist and arm 
and numerous cuts and bruises, remains 
hospitalized in Park Ridge.

rated roads within the township could be 
turned over to the county road depart- 
ment "at a small drop in service." He 
said he would be the first to admit that 
residents In the unincorporated areas are 
getting excellent service. 


"In fact, they are now getting almost 


too good a service." said Pahl. 


ACCORDING TO PAHL, the excellent 


services enjoyed by the unincorporated 
residents are a result of the inequitable 
way township taxes are collected. Only 
10 per cent of the township population 
lives in unincorporated areas. The rest 
live within municipal boundaries. All 
residents In the township are taxed 
equally, but the bulk of township serv- 
ices are for the unincorporated residents. 


This difference between taxes collected 


and services rendered is one of the rea- 
sons the independents believe the town- 
ship should be abolished and its services 
t r a n s f e r r e d to other governmental 
agencies.

Steil, 61, was appointed highway com- 


missioner at the beginning of the year by 
the township board. He replaced Richard 
Bradley who retired after 20 years. 


As commissioner, Steil is in charge of 


a three-man crew and is responsible for 
the maintenance, repair, construction, 
salting and snow plowing of the 22.8 
miles of unincorporated roads in the 
township. He is also responsible for 
budgeting and letting contracts for town- 
ship road work. 


The $174,650 budget for the 1973-74 


township road and bridge fund that Steil 
prepared is more than $1,000 less than 
the current budget. 


ACCORDING TO Steil, the township 


provides better road service at a cheaper 
cost per mile than either the state or 
county highway departments are able to 
do. 


"The township office is centrally lo- 


cated; whenever we get a complaint, we 
can have someone out there quickly," 
said Steil. 


He said the county and state cannot 


respond as quickly because of the large 
area they are required to service. 


One reason the township's costs per 


mile are lower than either the state or 
county is the greater flexibility the town- 
ship has in hiring temporary help, said 
Steil. 


"I can hire temporary help by the 


hour; they are paid only when they are 
working. The county has to hire help for 
a minimum of a month, whether or not 
there is work for them to do," said Steil. 


If Steil is reelected, he said he would

"IT WOULD BE foolish if I didn't work 


with them or they didn't work with me. 
We have too many problems that should 
be worked out together," said Steil.

In recent years, township government 


has lost some of its powers to the county 
and the question has been raised — can 
the township survive?

ship government comes from the Cook 
County Democratic party, which he said 
believes township government is a power 
base for the suburban Republicans.

about a 10 percent lower tax rate than 
for this year He predicted that the tax 
rate will continue to drop while the budg- 
et remains steady, because the assessed 
valuation in the township is increasing. 


Hall said two years ago, when the 


township's tax collecting powers were 
taken away, the township had no funds. 
Tax anticipation warrants were borrow- 
ed to keep the township going. Now the 
warrants have been paid off and the 
township is on a cash basis again, he 
said 


Hall has long been active in politics 


and is assistant committeeman for the 
regular Republican organization in Elk • 
Grove Township. 


"I like politics, I look at it as an avoca- 


tion. The day I don't enjoy it or feel I'm 
not giving service, I'll quit and play du- 
plicate bridge," said Hall. 


Hall is a manufacturer's representa-

gan Saints, other motorcycle gangs, mo- 
torists and picnickers.

Lawrence "Larry" Pahl would like io 


see township government abolished in 
Elk Grove, even if it means the residents 
in 
unincorporated areas 
would 
get 


slightly less service than they now re- 
ceive. 


Pahl is an independent candidate for 


township highway commissioner. As an 
independent, he has agreed with three 
other independent candidates on a plat- 
form calling for the abolition of township 
government. 


Pahl said maintenance of unincorpo- 


rated roads within the township could be 
turned over to the county road depart- 
ment "at a small drop in service." He 
said he would be the first to admit that 
residents in the unincorporated areas are 
getting excellent service. 


"In fact, they are now getting almost 


too good a service." Mid Pahl. 


ACCORDING TO PAHL, the excellent 


services enjoyed by the unincorporated 
residents are a result of the inequitable 
way township taxes are collected. Only 
10 per cent of the township population 
lives in unincorporated areas. The rest 
live within municipal boundaries. All 
residents 
In the township are taxed 


equally, but the bulk of township serv- 
ices are for the unincorporated residents, 


This difference between taxes collected 


and services rendered is one of the rea- 
sons the independents believe the town- 
ship should be abolished and its services 
t r a n s f e r r e d to other governmental 
agencies. 


Pahl, 22. considers highway commis- 


sioner an excellent job to combine his 
educational background and his working 
experience. 


He graduated last June with a bach- 


elor's degree in political science. During 
hi? summers and after graduation he 
worked at a variety of construction jobs. 
He estimated his construction experi- 
ence at over a year's total time spread 
out over four years. 


B e c o m i n g highway commissioner 


would be an excellent way to enter the 
process, according to Pahl. The job is 
primarily an administrative one, with 
little technical knowledge required. 


HE SAID THE COUNTY does most of 


the engineering work and actual con- 
struction of roads. 


Pahl said he feels confident he could 


do the administrative work required of a 
commissioner. If he had any problems, 
he said he would seek advice from Ron- 


ald Bradley, the former highway com- 
missioner who retired in January, or Al- 
fred Steil, the incumbent he is trying to 
beat. 


In his campaign, Pahl has not limited 


himself to studying the commissioner's 
job. He has also studied the entire struc- 
ture of township government — Us budg- 
et and services. 


"It seems to me," said Pahl, "Elk 


Grove Township is looking for places to 
spend money. They are looking for de- 
fenses of their form of government." 


He called the township, "almost like a 


philanthropic institution." 


ACCORDING TO Pahl, most people 


are not even aware the township exists. 
He said that while doing research at the 
Elk Grove Village Hall, he found secre- 
taries and clerks — people who deal with 
different government units daily as part 
of their work — who did not know about 
the township. 


Pahl said that since most residents live 


in a municipality, "the township govern- 
ment is no longer closest to the people." 


Pahl grew up in a family of politics. 


His father, Jack Pahl, was the former 
president of Elk Grove Village. His fa- 
ther was involved in Republican politics 
when the family lived in Chicago and is 
now a commissioner on the Northeast 
Illinois Planning Commission. 


Pahl said politics Is, "just a thing that 


seems to be in my blood." 


As a young man who has spent most of 


his life in the suburbs, Pahl said, "I feel 
I know the woes and worries of most of 
the people here." 


Pahl is single and lives with his par- 


ents at 248 Wellington, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. He is currently a substitute teacher 
for Elk Grove Township School Dist. 59 
and High School Dist. 214.

Alfred Steil 


Alfred Steil is familiar with the roads 


in the area — he had a hand in rebuild- 
ing most of them. 


Steil is the incumbent candidate for 


Elk Grove Township highway commis- 
sioner on the regular Republican slate. 
For 22 years, he has worked for the 
county and state highway departments 
serving the Northwest suburbs. 


Steil, 61, was appointed highway com- 


missioner at the beginning of the year by 
the township board. He replaced Richard 
Bradley who retired after 20 years. 


As commissioner, Steil is in charge of 


a three-man crew and is responsible for 
the maintenance, repair, construction, 
salting and snow plowing of the 22.8 
miles of unincorporated roads in the 
township. He is also responsible for 
budgeting and letting contracts for town- 
ship road work. 


The $174,650 budget for the 1973-74 


township road and bridge fund that Steil 
prepared is more than $1,000 less than 
the current budget. 


ACCORDING TO Steil, the township 


provides better road service at a cheaper 
cost per mile than either the state or 
county highway departments are able to 
do. 


"The township office is centrally lo- 


cated; whenever we get a complaint, we 
can have someone out there quickly," 
said Steil. 


He said the county and state cannot 


respond as quickly because of the large 
area they are required to service. 


One reason the township's costs per 


mile are lower than either the state or 
county is the greater flexibility the town- 
ship has in hiring temporary help, said 
Steil. 


"I can hire temporary help by the 


hour; they are paid only when they are 
working. The county has to hire help for 
a minimum of a month, whether or not 
there is work for them to do," said Steil. 


If Steil is reelected, he said he would

work closely with the public works de- 
partments of the local municipalities on 
coordinating services. 


"IT WOULD BE foolish if I didn't work 


with them or they didn't work with me. 
We have too many problems that should 
be worked out together," said Steil. 


During his 22 years with the county 


and state highway departments, Steil 
was involved with the rebuilding of many 
of the roads in the area, including Land- 
meier Road, Biesterfield Road and De- 
von Avenue. 


"I don't feel there is any problem that 


the township could have with its roads 
that I am not familiar with," said Steil. 


Steil said it felt "funny" to be cam- 


paigning for a job that was basically the 
same as ones he had been hired for in 
the past. 


He was superintendent of the Arlington 


Heights division of the state highway de- 
partment when he agreed to accept the 
township post. He said he was reluctant 
to leave the job with the state, but felt 
the hours were becoming too long for 
him to work. As supervisor he was called 
out at any time of the day or night, often 
for long periods. 


Steil and his wife Bertha live at 1030 


Linneman Rd., Mount Prospect. They 
nave five children and 22 grandchildren.

An agreement calling for Rolling 


Meadows to pay $30,000 for the extension 
of New Wilke Road from Algonquin to 
Golf Road has been approved by the city 
council. 


The approval was given Tuesday two 


weeks after the council delayed a deci- 
sion on the matter because of a dispute 
on whether the city was obligated to pay 
for the project. 


Despite "no" votes cast by AM. Fred 


Jacobson (5th), Aid. Tom Scanlan (1st), 
Aid. Ken Retzke (5th), and Aid. Jim 
Huddleston (4th), the measure now au- 
thorizes the city to share in the cost of 
the $1,020,000 project. The city's share 
will be $30,000 with another $20,000 to be 
paid by the Isenstein-Parker Devel- 
opment Co., owners of the land surround- 
ing the proposed road. 


When the agreement was proposed to 


the council two weeks ago, it was stalled 
after sever&l aldermen questioned why 
the city should take part in costs of the 
new road. In particular, Scanlan said a 
1968 preaunexation agreement with the

Hall is the regular Republican organi- 


zation candidate for Elk Grove Township 
supervisor in an uncontested election. He 
is now a township auditor. 


Hall, 47, of 176 W. Dulles Rd., Des 


Plaines, will succeed William Rohlwing 
who is retiring after 20 years as township 
supervisor. 


In recent years, township government 


has lost some of its powers to the county 
and the question has been raised — can 
the township survive? 


"Yes, the townships can survive," said 


Hall. He said there has been a "chipping 
away" of the township's powers, but 
feels the trend is reversing. 


According to Hall, the attack on town- 


ship government conies from the Cook 
County Democratic party, which he said 
believes township government is a power 
base for the suburban Republicans. The 
Democrats would like to eliminate the 
township as a means of expanding their 
organization to the suburbs, he said. 


Hall said the township does not give 


power to the Republicans; rather, the 
strength of the Republican organization 
gives power to the townships. 


"Losing the townships will not weaken 


the Republican organization," said Hall. 


As supervisor, Hall said he would work 


to expand the township's functions and 
powers. He said the townships should be 
"mini-counties" serving their residents 
with all the services of the county gov- 
ernment. The county's role, under his 
plan, would be to coordinate and super- 
vise the various township activities. 


Only about 10 per cent of the town- 


ship's population lives in unincorporated 
areas. Hall said municipal residents re- 
ceive' less services from the township 
t h a n residents from unincorporated 
areas, though the tax rate is the same 
for all. He said if Cook County took over 


clause calling for the rezoning of proper- 
ty surrounding the road from multi-fami- 
ly to commercial and light industry. 


Aldermen nixed the proposal saying in-

township functions, all the residents 
would still be paving taxes — probably 
higher ones — because the county is an .

The township budget for 1973-74 has 


about a 10 percent lower tax rate than 
for this year. He predicted that the tax 
rate will continue to drop while the budg- 
et remains steady, because the assessed 
valuation in the township is increasing. 


Hall said two years ago, when the 


township's tax collecting powers were 
taken away, the township bad no funds. 
Tax anticipation warrants were borrow- 
ed to keep the township going. Now the 
warrants have been paid off and the 
township is on a cash basis again, he 
said.

Hall has long been active in politics 


and is assistant committeeman for the 
regular Republican organization in Elk 
Grove Township. 


"I like politics, I look at it as an avoca- 


tion. The day I don't enjoy it or feel I'm 
not giving service, I'll quit and play du- 
plicate bridge," said Hall. 


Hall is a manufacturer's representa- 


tive for a lighting fixture company. He 
and his wife, Dorothy, have been mar- 
ried 25 years and have three children, 
Sharon, Linda and Marianne.
